Gambling go-ahead 

Gov. Maggie Hassan included 
$80 million in revenue from gam- 
bling licensing fees in her budget 
proposal last month, despite the 
fact that legislation hadn’t been 
passed allowing expanded gam- 
bling. Well, legislation got one 
step closer to making gambling 
revenue a reality last week. The 
state Senate approved Senate Bill 
152 by a vote of 16-8. The legisla- 
tion now moves to the state House 
of Representatives. 

“To seize the promise of the 
innovation economy and create 
the kind of jobs that can support 
a strong middle class, we must 
restore investments in our crit- 
ical priorities,” Hassan said in 
a statement. “The license reve- 
nue from one high-end, highly 
regulated casino will allow us 
to start rebuilding in the areas of 
higher education, economic devel- 
opment, public safety and mental 
health. It will help us restore funds 
to communities, protect our natu- 
ral resources, and take steps to 
strengthen our economy.” 

Hassan cautioned that without 
the revenue the state would risk 
falling behind economically. The 
legislation’s chances of passing 
the House are not clear. 

“I look forward to working with 
members of the House of Repre- 
sentatives to address concerns as 
the process moves forward, and 
I expect a robust debate,” Has- 
san said. “But if we do nothing, 
we will lose $75 million per year 
as Massachusetts moves forward, 
and we will experience social 
costs without being able to invest 
in our priorities.” 

Home prices rise 

The state’s median home sale 
price rose by 12.2 percent last 
month compared to Febmary 2012 
— the sharpest percentage gain 
in at least six years. New Hamp- 
shire realtors also saw home sales 
increase slightly, 681 to 678, last 
month, versus Febmary last year, 
according to the New Hampshire 
Association of Realtors. 

While home sales have increased 
for 13 months in a row, the state’s 
median price had lagged behind 
until now. The median home sale 
price last month was $199,000. 
Sales volume, meaning total dol- 
lars exchanged in home sales last 
month, were 10 percent greater than

2012, $152 million to $138 million. 

“It’s simple supply and demand,” 
said 2013 NHAR President Bill 
Weidacher, a 30-year veteran of the 
real estate industry. “As the num- 
ber of available homes drops, as it 
has continued to do each month for 
more than a year, buyers realize that 
fence-sitting is no longer a good 
negotiating position.We’re seeing 
more multiple-offer situations, and 
the increased prices reflect that.” 

Even condominium sales, 
which last year lagged behind the 
pace of the residential market, saw 
a marked upswing in February, 
with 19 percent greater unit sales, 
6 percent higher median price and 
22 percent higher sales volume 
than in February 20 12. The market 
dynamic has created an environ- 
ment, Weidacher said, in which 
either buying or selling can be 
seen as an excellent opportunity. 

“Sellers have got less competi- 
tion than they’ve had in years, and 
buyers are still able to take advan- 
tage of relatively low prices and 
interest rates, as well as the notion 
that prices are beginning to rise 
again,” Weidacher said. 

Tax credit increases 

The state Senate passed Sen- 
ate Bill 1 last week, which would 
double the state’s research and 
development tax credit, from $1 
million to $2 million. Gov. Mag- 
gie Hassan, as well as Republican 
state senators, has been pushing 
this legislation along. The House 
also created a study committee 
to look at the bill. The legislation 
would also make the tax credit 
permanent. 

GOP against gas tax 

The House Ways and Means 
Committee heard testimony on 
House Bill 617 last week. The bill 
would raise the state’s gas tax by 



15 cents over four years. Republi- 
cans have come out in force against 
the bill, which is sponsored by Rep. 
David Campbell, D-Nashua. “The 
effects of this legislation won’t just 
stop with increased gas prices,” 
said Minority Leader Gene Chan- 
dler, R-Bartiett, in testimony last 
week. “Increased fuel costs will 
increase the cost of doing business 
in our state, which will inevita- 
bly force our state’s businesses to 
pass along additional burdens to the 
consumer.” 

Colleges partner up 

Manchester Community Col- 
lege President Susan Huard and Ali 
Rafie 5 miehr, dean of the Universi- 
ty of New Hampshire Manchester, 
signed an agreement last week to 
provide students with a pathway 
to a business degree and a career. 
Under this agreement, students 
have the option of dual admission 
into MCC’s liberal arts or manage- 
ment associate degree programs and 
UNH Manchester’s bachelor of arts 
in business program.,guaranteeing 
acceptance into UNHM’s program 
when program requirements are 
met. 

Huard said the agreement offers 
“a seamless pathway to a bache- 
lor degree by encouraging them to 
start at MCC, assured that, when 
they complete their program with 
us, they can move straight to UNH 
Manchester to complete their bach- 
elor degree in business.” 

Hurst won't run again 

David Hurst, chairman of the 
New Hampshire Young Republi- 
cans, announced in an email last 
week he will not mn again. Hurst 
has been involved with the organi-

zation for 13 years and served as 
chairman the last two years. 

“It has been a tremendous pleasure 
to lead this group of hardworking, 
dedicated and thoughtful conserva- 
tives,” Hurst wrote. “I am thankful 
to have had such great company and 
have been blessed with an amazing 
team along this journey.” 

During his tenure, the organi- 
zation raised $20,000, quadrupled 


its email database and signifi- 
cantly grew its online presence, 
according to Hurst. 

“While I am stepping back from 
a leadership role within the New 
Hampshire Young Republicans I 
will always be here to fight next to 
you to ensure we are living up to 
our shared values of lower taxes, 
limited government and personal 
freedom,” he wrote. A

Going cold 

NH Cold Case Unit uncovering the past, but the clock is ticking on funding

New Hampshire’s Cold Case Unit has 
spent the last four years digging into the 
past, connecting with witnesses and piecing 
together events from apparent homicide cases 
that were never solved. 

“These are the hardest cases you can have,” 
said Senior Assistant Attorney General Jef- 
fery Strelzin, who oversees the unit. 

The team, which was formed in 2009 and 
consists of two full-time investigators and 
one part-time investigator, plugs away at cas- 
es with fresh eyes and fresh perspectives. 
Since its inception, the unit has solved three 
cases, which might not sound like a lot, but 
these cases are incredibly labor-intensive, 
investigators said. 

The unit will cease to exist come July, when 
federal funding runs out. The unit was initially 
funded with a $1.2 million federal grant, thanks 
to legislation sponsored by former state repre- 
sentative Peyton Hinkle. Legislation that would 
have continued some funding for the unit was 
killed in committee this session. 

States don’t typically have units like this, 
though some major metropolitan areas do 
have units or officers devoted to cold cas- 
es, said Detective Robert Freitas, of the Cold 
Case Unit. The unit is driven by the idea that 
all victims deserve justice. 

When funding runs out, the state will no 
longer focus resources exclusively on the 
more than 120 unsolved murders, suspicious 
deaths or suspicious missing person cases on 
its docket. For now, though, the unit’s mem- 
bers are proceeding, business as usual. 

Cold cases in New Hampshire are cas- 
es that have seen no activity for one year. 
The Cold Case Unit works exclusively on 
unsolved homicides, suspicious deaths or 
missing person cases. 

Investigators agreed the unit has made 
strong progress. Freitas said its progress has 
exceeded his expectations. 

Police arrested David McLeod two years 
ago, marking the Cold Case Unit’s first 
arrest. Police allege McLeod started the fire 
that killed Carl Hina, his wife Lori, and his 
two daughters, Sara and Lillian, in Keene in 
1989. The unit also solved the homicide of 
John Pond Sr., who was killed in 1990, as 
well as the homicide of George Jodoin, who 
was shot in 2001. 

When they started in 2009, investiga- 
tors needed to organize. With cases dating to 
1968, investigators did their best to determine 
which cases had a fairly substantial chance 
of being solved. It was clear the unit couldn’t 
tackle all 120 cases at once. 

There was no list of cold cases. Just find- 


ing case files proved troublesome. Strelzin 
said some cases were with the attorney gen- 
eral’s office, some were with local police or 
county police, and others were at the homes 
of detectives. Even more problematic, in 
many cases pieces of case files were miss- 
ing. So the first few months were simply 
spent locating files, said Sgt. Scott Gilbert 
of the Cold Case Unit. 

The unit typically works on about a doz- 
en cases at a time. Gilbert said investigators 
created a sort of “solvability factor” by nar- 
rowing cases to ones with a viable suspect 
and those with forensic value, particularly 
cases where testing techniques weren’t avail- 
able at the time of the crime. Investigators 
also had to make sure suspects and witness- 
es were alive. From there, they narrowed the 
field and began working the handful they felt 
were most solvable. 

“The ones with the greatest chance of being 
solved, those get the priority,” Strelzin said. 

Since the Cold Case detectives are not the 
original investigators, a big chunk of what 
these investigators do is simply understand- 
ing what has already been done. From there, 
they track down witnesses, who often have 
moved away. 

Getting away with murder 


Even though it’s just three individuals, it’s 
important detectives can focus their attention 
on these older cases. Previously, each detec- 
tive from the state pohce’s Major Crimes Unit 
would be assigned two or three cold cases to 
work on in his or her down time. 

“The problem with the previous model was 
that there was very little down time,” said 
State Trooper Michael Kokoski of the Cold 
Case Unit. “You really need to do nothing but 
that.” 

Witnesses are scattered today, particularly 
in cases that took place 10, 15 or 20 years ago. 
It’s time-consuming to locate people, and in 


many cases, to determine if they are even still 
alive. They aren’t the kind of cases investi- 
gators can hop on for a few hours here and 
there. There are plenty of roadblocks along 
the way. It forces detectives to be creative in 
their approach. 

One advantage today: the Internet makes 
finding records and people much easier. Pre- 
viously, detectives would have to find out 
addresses and locations from the post office. 
Now, at least that piece of the puzzle can be 
instantaneous, Freitas said. 

Oftentimes investigators know or have a 
good idea of whodunnit, but they don’t have 
the necessary evidence to make an arrest. 

“In the majority of cases, we have a pretty 
good idea,” Gilbert said. 

“But then there are others, and we have no 
idea who did it,” Strelzin said. 

Strelzin explained investigators exam- 
ine every possible lead in an investigation, 
accumulating, in some cases, massive piles 
of information and evidence. But from that 
potentially overwhelming stack, there might 
only be a miniscule amount of evidence that’s 
admissible in court. 

Investigators are often re-interviewing wit- 
nesses who already gave statements at the 


time of the incident. In some cases, inves- 
tigators need to mend fences. But in other 
instances, certain witnesses may never have 
been interviewed in the first place — maybe 
officers couldn’t locate a witness or perhaps 
the witness refused to talk at the time, Strel- 
zin said. 

The one advantage to the passage of 
time in these cases: things change. Rela- 
tionships change, loyalties change, and that 
can help investigators. Perhaps a witness 
who refused to talk or lied in the first place, 
because they were fearful they’d implicate 
a friend, is more willing now, Strelzin said.

“Dynamics change,” Gilbert said. 

People change too. The punk kid who was 
dealing dmgs at age 18 is now a father and 
a husband who works a steady job, Strelzin 
said. Maybe a wife didn’t want to impli- 
cate her husband years ago, but now they’re 
divorced, which could impact whether or not 
she talks. 

“We try to do different things,” Freitas 
said. “We try to approach things from a dif- 
ferent angle.” 

The initial investigators on a case might 
have pegged one person as the culprit, but 
the Cold Case Unit can take a look with 
fresh eyes, and might be able to see, no, it’s 
not Person A, it’s Person C, Strelzin said. 

“We have the benefit of hindsight,” Strel- 
zin said. 

“It’s like we’re the Monday morning 
quarterback,” Gilbert added. 

Sometimes the unit isn’t able to close a 
case, but they might be able to clear a poten- 
tial suspect. Freitas said a former suspect in a 
cold case called him on Christmas to tell him 
it was his best Christmas, because the weight 
of the accusation had been lifted. 

Additionally, the Cold Case Unit can oper- 
ate without the pressure of having to respond 
to other incidents. 

The work is different than the Major 
Crimes Unit. The unit can be more pro- 
active in its investigations, rather than 
reactive. 

Freitas said there is a sense of satisfaction 
when the unit is able to close a cold case. Vic- 
tims’ families want answers. They may have 
lost a loved one, but having a resolution can 
be a relief, investigators said. 

There is also a public safety issue with 
cold cases. 

“There is nothing worse than the idea that 
somebody got away with murder and that that 
person is still out there,” Strelzin said. •

Striving for peace 

Rivier University to host conference on peace 

Rivier University in Nashua is set to host the fifth annual Conference on Building 
a Culture of Peace and Nonviolence, which is organized in conjunction with New 
Hampshire Peace Action. The event, which has a theme of promoting international 
peace and security, will feature 25 workshops on a variety of topics, including 
nuclear power, patriotism, and understanding peace and love. The keynote speak- 
er will be the Rev. John Dear, a peace activist, organizer, lecturer, retreat leader 
and author. Brother Paul Demers, Rivier’s chaplain, took some time out last week 
to talk about the conference. 


Q How did this come together? 

^ It’s New Hampshire Peace 
# Action out of Concord. This 
is the fifth annual workshop. 
They try to do workshops at different colleg- 
es every year. The challenge of peace weVe 
been working on for a number of years. ... 
My class was involved, and they have done 
a lot of the groundwork. It’s also to help 
celebrate a very important event, the 50th 
anniversary of [Pope John XXIII’s encyc- 
lical Pacem in Terris (Peace on Earth)]. So 
we thought we’d combine the two. There’s 
a spiritual dimension and tradition, and then 
there are a lot of issues today, whether it’s 
gun control, drone warfare, self esteem. 

What are you hoping people get out of it? 

Well, to a certain extent we’ll be preach- 
ing to the choir, as many of the people will 
already believe in a lot of the issues, so hope- 
fully this will affirm in them and make them 
realize they are a part of a greater solidarity. A 
lot of times you’re alone or you’re in a small 
group . . . but this will have hundreds of oth- 
er people. ... It gives them solidarity. It gives 
them the energy to continue. And then some 
people just want to learn. 

How did you develop these workshop 
ideas? 

We sent out notices to people we wanted 
to be presenters. We selected 25 ... [who] 
we thought many people would be interest- 
ed in. We also have a youth overnight. That 
will be taking place also. New Hampshire 
Peace Action young people. ... It’s impor- 
tant to have the future generations involved 
too. 

So this is the first year at Rivier 
University? 

That’s right. Last year it was at Keene 
State College. It was at Plymouth State 
University in the past, and I think UNH one 
time. 

How significant is it for Rivier that iVs 
hosting? 

The academic community, student ser- 
vices, the school chapel, my office, we’re 
all contributing to help make this a success. 

What are you hoping people take away 


from the event? 

Positive energy and 
that they learn some- 
thing new, whether it’s 
about the military bud- 
get, drone warfare, costs 
involved in the death 
penalty, even looking 
at gun violence and the 
challenges there. The 
other dimension is that we need to find 
peace within ourselves. [There is] the ques- 
tion of how we deal with forgiveness, how 
we use these things on an international lev- 
el. So you’ll either learn something new or 
reaffirm what you’re already involved in. 

What are you personally looking for- 
ward to? 

I’m hoping we’re going to be able to do it 
again if it generates interest and helps peo- 
ple get to know that Rivier University can 
be a source for some of these things. We’ll 
be looking for grants next year, a speaker 
series... 

So it can be a catalyst? 

Yes. It has a peace and justice compo- 
nent. Like so many things . . . this can be an 
occasion for us to wake up and understand 
the connection between peace and justice. 
The Catholic dimension — one of the best- 
kept secrets. You hear all these things about 
the Catholic Church, the problems or what 
it’s involved with, but peace and justice, the 
church has a long tradition there and some- 
times people forget that. Lifty years ago, 
the Pope wrote a letter to all people of good 
will, not just bishops, but all people of good 
will throughout the world, stating that we 
need to have peace.

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SPORTS DAVE LONG’S LONGSHOTS 

March’s madness takes center stage 


It was a busy week- 

end in basketball. The 
high school tournament 

i'/ finals played out in Dur- 

championship weekend 
across the country, followed by Sunday’s 
selection for the 75* NCAA Tournament. Til 
share some of the thoughts I had while trying 
to keep up with all of it: 

Congrats to the players and coaches at 
Pembroke. Undefeated seasons don’t come 
along very often and aren’t easy to pull off. 

I didn’t see it in person, but that 25-rebound 
game, to go along with 25 points, by Jeff 
Lunn in leading BG to an opening-round win 
over Alvirne is a big-time game. 

Being a New Hampshire import, I may 
not be the best to answer this question. But 
after leading Trinity to a state title in basket- 
ball this year and football last year, has the 
state ever had a better three-sport athlete — 
and I mean among the state’s top players in 
all three sports — than Trinity’s Carmen 
Giampetruzzi? There have been a number 
of players who’ve gone on to be pros in one 
sport — Mike Flanagan was great in two — 
but I can’t come up with one who’s better in 
three sports than G. 

And by the way, G’s father of the same 
name led New England in scoring as a soph- 
omore playing at then New Hampshire 
College. 

Thirty-two points by Saint Anselm sopho- 
more Chris Santo in their loss to Bridgeport 
is also a big-time game. If you like bangers 
who can run the floor and score in a number 
of different ways like I do, you’re gonna like 
watching Santo the next couple of years. 

The guy I want to get a look at for a few 
games in the tournament is Gonzaga 7-foot- 
er Kelly Olynyk. I also like big guys who 
rebound and run the floor. 

You can make a case for VCU’s Shaka 


Smart being college basketball’s best pure 
coach. If you gave him the superior athletes 
that big-time programs have access to each 
year and he doesn’t, the relendess press they 
play all game long would wear out everyone 
in their way. 

Here’s a weird factoid about Shaka: the 
high school in Wisconsin was named Oregon 
High School. 

Best college basketball nickname of the 
last 40 years or so: Iona’s Lamont Mo-Mo 
Jones. I could just see him in the commer- 
cial as a kid. “Look, he likes it, Mo-Mo really 
likes it!” 

I’ve got few quibbles with the various all- 
time players, moments and games lists I’ve 
seen in honor of the tournament’s 75* anni- 
versary. Everyone has gotten it right on 
players Lew Alcindor No. 1, Bill Walton 
second and Bill Russell three, though some 
swap Russell and Walton. 

I also like there’s no revisionism on 
Michael Jordan. He was a great player and 
had that tournament-winning shot vs. George- 
town, but most have him correcdy ranked in 
the 50s. 

I have only two minor quibbles. The first is 
how completely overrated the Magic vs. Lar- 
ry game of 1979 was. Bird couldn’t throw it 
in the ocean, Michigan State was in total con- 
trol the whole way and it was deathly boring. 

Second, I’ll take NG State and David 
Thompson’s double-overtime win of UGLA 
in ’ 74 as my best game ever. Many have Duke 
beating Kentucky in 1992, which certainly 
was an unbelievable game. But, and maybe 
you had to be there, ending UGLA’s incredi- 
ble run of eight straight national in double-OT 
tides tmmps a Regional Final even when 
Grant Hill-to-Christian Laettner to beat 
UK is the best single play I’ve seen in tour- 
nament history. 

The most unbelievable fact that no one 
remembers about that game is Laettner didn’t 
miss a shot all day — 10 for 10 from the field 
and 10 for 10 from the line. He’s the fifth best 
player on my list. 


UGLA’s game in ’74 might only have been 
the third best game of that season. The first 
was Notre Dame beating the Bmins in mid- 
January to end their 88-game winning streak 
and NG State beating 4*-ranked Maryland 
103 -100 in OT in the AGG Final. The second 
one gets it for the game itself, and because 
seeing a team that good left out of the tourna- 
ment led to expanding the field to 64. 

For what it’s worth, here are my favorite 
players by decade: 1960s, Princeton’s Bill 
Bradley; 1970s, Bill Walton; 1980s, Pat- 
rick Ewing; 1990s, Laettner; 2000 ’s, I pass; 
and 2010s, UK’s Anthony Davis because I 
loved the Bill Russell-like way he played in 
his one-and-done season. 

Speaking of Davis, who’ve you got as the 
best freshman of all time — him or Carme- 
lo Anthony? 

Who’s the best player never to play in the 
tournament? Since he’s in the Top 10 col- 
lege players of all-time, it’s got to be Pete 
Maravich. 

Best guys carrying a team on their back 
through the tournament: Danny Manning in 
1988. Honorable mentions. Bird in 1979 and 
Gordon Hayward in 2010. 

I’m picking Virginia Gommonwealth to 
win it all for two reasons. First, because in 
this wide-open year where there clearly is 
no team that is “No. 1,” I think we’re going 
to see the first downright shocking, non-big- 
time program winner since Texas Western 
in 1966. And second. I’m a homer who just 
absolutely loves the way they play. 

Finally, if there were a college basket- 
ball version of Damn Yankees and I were 
given a wish for selling my soul to the dev- 
il, I’d ask for Hayward’s mid-court buzzer 
to drop because Butler beating Duke in that 
way would have been impossible to top as the 
tournament’s greatest moment ever.

before there was a Michael Jordan. Explo- 
sive leaper for the undefeated and untied 
North Carohna State team that knocked off 
UCLA in the semi-finals of the 1974 Final 
Four. He played in New England just once, 
when NCS somehow met UVM, where he 
departed for good with 19 points and the 
Wolfpack up 37-0. Scariest career moment 
was a mile-high back flip onto his head after 
catching his foot on the shoulder of a 6’ 8”

Opened in 1977 hke a supernova before 
flaming out in just four years after owners 
Steve Rubell and Ian Schrager got bust- 
ed by the IRS for skimming $2.5 m illi on off 
the top and got sent to the slammer for 13 
months. 

UCLA-Notre Dame - Jan, 19, 1974: 

The Bmins’ 88-game winning streak end- 
ed in dramatic fashion when Gary Brokow 
buried a baseline jumper and a Dave Mey- 
ers put-back wouldn’t drop in the frantic 
final seconds, leading to perhaps the best 
msh-the-floor-to-celebrate swarm ever. 
Adding to the moment was the fact that it 
was almost three years to the day after their 
last loss, which also happened to ND in 
South Bend, when Austin Carr dropped 46 
on Sidney Wicks and company. 

Pistol Pete Maravich: Part great player, 
part circus act at LSU from 1968 to 1970, 
bursting onto the college scene by averaging 
43.8 points per game as a sophomore. He 
took it up to 44.2 and then 44.6. Wouldn’t 
call him efficient though; he averaged 38 
shots per game and was a career 43-percent 
shooter. And while the current 3-point line 
was like a lay-up to him, if he’s chucking up 
threes now, he’s probably not getting the 13 
foul shots per game he averaged.

Double Midnight strongly rooted in Manchester community

In 2002, Chris Proulx, his broth- 
er Scott, and their friend Brett 
Parker opened Double Midnight 
Comics & Games in Manchester 
with the intention of creating a fun, 
family-friendly environment where 
everyone was welcome. 

“Over the years people have 
made friendships, relationships,” 
Chris Proulx said. “That’s some- 
thing we’re really proud of. It’s a 
place anybody can walk into and 
not be intimidated by the world of 
comics.” 

More than a decade later, the 
shop is still fulfilling that mis- 
sion. It has expanded in recent 
years and was recognized with 
the Small Business Growth 
Award from the city of Manches- 
ter last year, Proulx said. 

Hippo readers chose “Best 
Comic Book Shop” as the No. 
1 category “We Forgot to Ask 
About” in this year’s readers’ 


poll, and Double Midnight Com- 
ics got the nod from readers. 

Proulx and his brother first 
became interested in comics in 
the 1980s with the G.I. Joe story- 
line. They then became engrossed 
in Marvel Comics. In high school, 
Proulx became friends with Park- 
er, who was also a comic book 
fan, and together, the three of 
them decided they needed to open 
a store. 

“We knew we wanted to build 
our own brand and our own com- 
munity,” Proulx said. “It’s not 
just about shopping for comics 
and games. It was pulling togeth- 
er events, doing things to engage 
people.” 

It’s fun, but it’s work, too. 

“Running a business is a lot of 
work, it’s a labor of love,” Proulx 
said. “The thing we remember 
is that when we’re working on 
something . . . it’s a business first, 
then it’s a hobby.” 

The shop prides itself on its 
level of customer service.

members are happy to help 
patrons discover what’s out there. 

“It’s not just guys in capes 
and superheroes,” Proulx said. 
“There is literally something for 
everybody.” 

Community service is a big 
part of the equation as well. The 
shop organizes the Granite State 
Comicon every year, participates 
in the Manchester Christmas 
parade, has sponsored road races, 
and has regularly participated in 
food drives. 

“We do a lot of different 
things,” Proulx said. “Yeah, it 
gets our name out there, but we’re 
there to give back.” 

Proulx saw interest in comics 
rise dramatically in the 1990s, 
but almost like the housing 
market, the bubble burst. Then 
interest began to climb back up 


again in the early 2000s. In the 
last few years, Proulx has seen 
interest grow. 

“Our mission is to be a place 


where everybody is welcome 
and where they can come in and 
discover new things, and that’s 
our hook,” Proulx said.

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A 'perfect' night out 

Nashua company rules the karaoke scene

Perfect Entertainment wants 
to keep you on your toes. For the 
past 20 years, the Nashua-based 
entertainment company has host- 
ed karaoke nights in local bars 
and restaurants, and has devel- 
oped a loyal following. 

But owner Bernie del Llano 
doesn’t let the same people sing 
the same songs night after night. 

“One of the things we do that 
we feel like we started is called 
Karaoke Kamikaze,” del Lla- 
no said. “People know what they 
like to sing, so we’ll pick random 
songs and test them on it.” 

The game is one of a number 
of ways del Llano said the com- 
pany keeps karaoke fresh. In 20 
years in the business, he’s seen 
the technological leaps and has 
adapted along with them to keep 


Perfect Entertainment’s presenta- 
tion on the cutting edge. 

His now obsolete crates of 
CDs and CD decks have been 
replaced by a couple of lap- 
tops stocked with thousands of 
songs. If a request comes in for 
a song he doesn’t have, a quick 
search of an online database can 
have it queued up in seconds. 
Instead of a physical song- 
book, singers can pull the lists 
up on their smartphones, make 
a selection without leaving their 
table and have it sent directly to 
the DJ’s laptop. 

“We were one of the first com- 
panies in Nashua to go digital 
over 11 years ago,” del Llano 
said. “It’s amazing that 15 years 
ago, it took us 45 minutes to an 
hour to set up. ... Now we’re up 
and running in 15 to 20 minutes.” 

While keeping up with the lat- 
est technology is essential, del

Llano said his goal is to make 
people the priority. He and the 
other Perfect Entertainment DJs 
step out from behind the booth to 
interact with the crowd and per- 
formers, rather than simply cycle 
singers on and off the stage. 

Singing in front of a crowded 
restaurant can be scary, so often- 
times it’s the DJ’s job to lighten 
the mood and encourage singers 
to take the mike. 

“We bring a video projection 
system and put characters on a 
screen to make people laugh,” del 
Llano said. “Or we’ll go out and 
dance. We’ll ask for audience par- 
ticipation, depending on the song.” 

Perfect Entertainment hosts 
karaoke nights at Nashua’s Old 
Amsterdam Bar and Lounge, 


Wicked Twisted Bar & Grill, 603

Dragons. In addition to kara- 


oke, del Llano said his DJs provide 
entertainment at weddings, corpo- 
rate events and birthday parties.

Ballet Misha thriving as one big family

Amy Fortier remembers 
Michele Leslie, one of her first 
ballet teachers, as being “just so 
awesome, so full of life.” 

When Leslie succumbed to 
cancer several years ago, Fortier 
used her grief as inspiration. She 
opened Ballet Misha in Manches- 
ter in 2008 — her way of passing 
on Leslie’s dance legacy. 

In its first show. Ballet Misha, 
which was named after Fortier’s 
childhood nickname for Leslie, 
performed a memorial piece. 

“We all had candles,” Fortier 
said. “It was a very somber way 
to reflect on her.” 

Since then. Ballet Misha, 
which is affiliated with Dimen- 
sions in Dance, has taken a 


more joyous turn. The company 
first performed The Nutcracker 
four years ago at the Derryfield 
School and has performed it for 
the past three years at the Dana 
Center at Saint Anselm College. 
In the Hippo’s 2013 readers’ poll. 
Ballet Misha’s 2012 performance 
of The Nutcracker was named 
best of the best in the Art, Theatre 
or Classical Event category. 

Hippo readers also named Bal- 
let Misha “Best Ballet Company” 
in the “Best Thing We Forgot to 
Ask About” category. 

Fortier thought back on how the 
first production of The Nutcracker 
included 40 people. 

“Everyone played five parts 
and it was sheer chaos, but the 
last one, we had 120 people,” 
Fortier said. “It’s just blossomed 
into a lovely community affair.” 

While many ballet companies 


are focused on children and stu- 
dents, Ballet Misha is also an 
outlet for adults who have stud- 
ied dance. Fortier said it’s like 
the company has become a big 
family. And that’s just what she 
was hoping for. Growing up, 
she attended competitive dance 
schools in Boston. 

“You were taught to see oth- 
er dancers as the enemy,” Fortier 
said. “You were always measur- 
ing yourself against them. It’s 
absolutely not the environment I 
want for my kids.” 

Ballet Misha is about friendship 
and support. When she was a child, 
ballet was mixed with tears, cat- 
fights and drama, Fortier said. 

“My kids are so sweet,” Fortier 
said. “They’re sincerely excit- 
ed for each other [when a student 
gets a part]. That’s really heart- 
warming to me.”

interesting just researching how 
many movies were created by 
Universal.”

Petit Pa pi I Ion moves to the music in Terpsichore

Freeing — that’s how daneers deseribe 
Petit Papillon’s Terpsichore: Music in Motion. 

It’s because there’s no storyline, no char- 
acters and no plot to worry about, said 
Patricia Walker, artistic director and found- 
er of Petit Papillon School of Dance and 
Ballet Theatre of New Hampshire. Being 
able to ehoreograph, inspired direetly from 
the musie itself, and being able to danee, 
interpreting the musie as you hear it, allows 
a freedom that a ballet with characters, 
plots and resolutions does not. 

“When you’re doing a story ballet, it has to 
look like something,” Walker said. 

In last year’s Snow Queen, for instance, 
each dancer had specific characters to 
embody while he or she danced. You 
thought about the story first, musie seeond. 

“Here, we don’t have to stay within those 
striet guidelines. Musie is the dominant die- 
tator. You listen to the music and see how 
it moves you. So I’m just trying to make 
something that ehallenges the daneers,” 
Walker said. 

The school of ballet teamed with 
New Hampshire composer Ward Dilm- 
ore again for this year’s show, whieh is 
Saturday, March 23, at the Concord City 
Auditorium, 2 Prince St., Concord, at 2 
p.m. and 7 p.m. Dilmore has composed 
many scores for the company. 

This year’s seleetion ineludes a mixture 
of chipper, slow, and funky music, which 


will be interpreted in ballet (ineluding 
pointe) and modern danee. Students will 
perform the danees, ehoreographed by 
Walker and Kelly Doremus Stuart, wear- 
ing various eostumes in all kinds of funky 
eolors, gold trim and, for the traditional 
ballet numbers, long, white fluffy skirts. 

“It’s a diffieult proeess ehoreograph- 
ing danee just to musie. You’re not trying 
to show a character or tell a story. But as a 
choreographer, this allows me to be freer,” 
Walker said. 

It’s probably due to the number of years 
she’s spent in dance, but when she hears 
music, she thinks in terms of movement. 

It’s a different experience for danc- 
ers too, said a few of the senior members 
outside the rehearsal space at the Green 
Street Community Center. Madison Stew- 
art-Boldin, Flannery Black-Ingerso, Clara 
Symmes and Alicia Sanders-Zakre have 
each been dancing with Petit Papillon for at 
least five years. 

“It’s not a story ballet, so we can express 
how the music feels. Our dance shows a 
direct connection to the music,” said Mad- 
ison Stuart-Boldin. “Last year roles were 
bigger, and we focused on that. But this 
gives you a chance to show different feel- 
ings relating to the music.” 

That’s why this year, the performance is called 
a “concert” as opposed to a show, they said. One 
of their favorite numbers is “Heartstrings.” 

The Petit Papillon school of dance is dis- 
tinguished among others in the area due 
to its approach to teaching. The dancers 


learn in a non-competitive environment, 
which enables them to focus on their 
performances. 

Dilmore will attend the performance, as 
well, and will try offering verbal explanations 
of his own thinkings of each piece. But, as 
he explains, music and dance help tell stories 
that words cannot always explain. 

He wrote in an email, “What value does 
telling a story have if you aren’t using the 
spoken language? The mediums of music 
and dance use a mystical language to speak 
to another part of our being: the spirit ... 


Many of us need to see in order to believe 
or understand, and for those people, the 
blend of music and of physical movement 
is a beautiful marriage of the real and the 
imagined.”

Learn improv comedy for self-empowerment

In Jacqueline Rabat’s classes, 
negativity simply doesn’t work. 
Her goal is a room full of laughter, 
and as long as her students are eom- 
mitted, the funny will follow. 

The New York-based comedian 
travels the eountry teaehing impro- 
visational eomedy workshops, with 
a philosophy of self empowerment. 
While being fimny is important, 
Kabat said the workshops are more 
about boosting eonfidenee, learn- 
ing teamwork and letting go of 
judgment. She teaehes in eorporate 
settings and at health and wellness 
eenters and said onee people get on 
stage, any apprehension seems to 
melt away. 

‘T was always on stage, so when 
I get off stage and see people who 
haven’t played sinee they were 
kids, the shift is huge,” Kabat said. 
“They’re glowing and shining. It’s 
a moment to be present.” 

Kabat will bring her improv 
workshops to New Hampshire, 
with scheduled stops Friday, March 
22, at Living Light, a health and 
wellness center in Bedford, and on 
Saturday, March 23, at Nia NH and 
Yoga in Amherst. She started the 
mini-tour of the Granite State on 
Wednesday, March 20, at Journey 
Within in Northfield. 

Kimberly Barrett, the events 
eoordinator at Living Light, 
said she met Kabat on a trip to 
New York. After a eonversa- 
tion over luneh, Barrett said, she 
knew the comedian would be a 
perfect visitor to the Bedford 
location. With so many peo-

pie taking a serious approach 
to self-improvement, she said 
empowerment through comedy 
is a refreshing take. 

“Laughter is so healing,” Bar- 
rett said. “Laughter opens up your 
heart. You can feel so much lighter 
just by smiling.” 

Lisa Jones, the owner of Nia 
NH and Yoga, specializes in the 
Nia technique, a fitness program 
that incorporates elements of 
dance, martial arts and healing 
arts. She said her classes encour- 
age improvisation in exercise, so 
Rabat’s workshop seemed like a 
natural fit. 

“With Nia, people are able to 
express themselves and still get a 
workout,” Jones said. “I think [the 
workshop] is a great adjunct to get 
that expressiveness in the mind.” 

To get the workshops started, 
Kabat said she will introduce a few 
improv games, similar to the ones 
made famous by the television 


show Whose Line is it Anyway? 
Kabat said she will lay down the 
rules of each game and then let the 
participants do the rest. 

Though they may be hesitant 
to join in at first, Kabat said the 
performers quickly shed those inhi- 
bitions and may be surprised to find 
out just how funny they can be. 
Once that moment of self-discov- 
ery occurs, she said the confidence 
boost can carry over into other 
aspects of everyday life. 

“People don’t think they’re fun- 
ny and don’t want to be on stage,” 
Kabat said. “But after they take 
my classes, people tell me they 
finally learned to play guitar or 
went skydiving. It keeps flow- 
ing and they keep themselves 
empowered.” 

The key to improvisation, Kabat 
said, is that it immediately makes 
everyone on the stage equal. Wheth- 


er it’s a CEO performing with an 
assistant or a naturally shy person 
up there with someone brimming 
with confidence, Kabat said improv 
requires people to work together to 
make each other funny. Using this 
idea of becoming equals on stage, 
Kabat said she hopes to take her 
workshops into schools to address 
bullying issues. 

The exercises can also help 
couples learn about one anoth- 
er. Husbands and wives will trade 
roles in one of the improv games, 
which Kabat said can be both funny 
and enlightening. 

Kabat said it can be hard to find 
the courage to get on stage, but 
with the right approach anyone 
can make themselves and an audi- 
ence laugh. 

“It’s about putting love out into 
the world,” she said. “People will 
be responsive to it.”

It also says “For maple 
syrup only.” We have never seen one 
before so we thought we would ask you. 
We are hoping you might know something 
about it.

Dear Tim and Anne, 

I have to say first that you don’t see 
many around, and I am not sure how 
many were made, but I have learned a lot 
about the Vermont maple syrup industry 
from doing some researeh for you on the 
bottle. 

I think your bottle was part of the Ver- 
mont Maple Syrup Co-op. This has been 
around for a long time. I think your bottle 
was from somewhere after the turn of the 
eentury (1900s), judging by the seam line 
on the side that goes straight up to the top. 
(I would feel safe saying the 1930s, to 
be exaet.) This means it was a maehine- 
made bottle and not a blown one. 

So let’s see what we have here and give 
you a value. You have a half-pint eylindri- 
cal-style milk bottle for maple syrup with 
embossed glass that says all the informa- 
tion. I think beeause it looks to be in good 
clean shape and because of its rarity, the 
value would be in the $50 range.

Battling buckthorn 

How to control the invasive woody plants

We’ve had a few days of spring-like 
weather and I’m ehamping at the bit, ready 
to start gardening as soon as the snow dis- 
appears. There’s not too much we can do 
yet. One thing I’ve been doing reeently is 
trying to get rid of invasive trees, speeifi- 
eally the eommon buekthom. That’s a long 
proeess, so it’s a good thing to work on 
now, before planting season. 

Common buekthom and glossy buek- 
thorn are two species of small trees that 
arrived here from Europe or Asia, where 
they are native, and that have found the 
new world (more than) suitable for their 
needs. They are understory plants that will 
grow in sun or shade, wet or dry, good soil 
or bad. And they are very hard to get rid of. 
Like many invasives, if you eut down one, 
many new shoots will sprout up. 

I don’t use herbicides, but there is a way 
to kill buckthorns without using herbicides. 
Several years ago I was told about “double 
girdling” them as way to slowly kill them — 
without generating root sprouts. Now, while 
they are dormant, is a good time to begin. 

Take a pmning saw and cut through the 
outer bark and the green cambium lay- 
er, but do not cut into the hard core of the 
trunk. Go all the way around the tree, so 
that you have girdled the tree. Be sure to 
connect the beginning and end of your cut 
(which requires that you keep your saw 
blade level as you cut). Then do it again 12 
inches above the initial cut. 

If you girdle the tree this year, it will leaf 
out and act as if nothing bad had occurred. 


Next year, it will leaf out, but may start to 
show signs of decline. In the third year, 
the tree will die. And best of all, no root 
sprouts will pop up. (Or they didn’t for me, 
anyhow, when I tried it a few years ago). 

One problem: common buckthorn’s 
growth habit is to start off as a single tmnk 
and then immediately split off into six to 12 
smaller tmnks. Since I couldn’t double gir- 
dle the tree down low, I had to do so on each 
of the many upward-growing shoots. And 
another thing: buckthorns commonly have 
depressions or dimples in their stems. So 
when cutting through the bark, it is easy to 
miss a section because your saw can go over 
a dimple and leave the job incomplete. 

Norway maples (Acer platanoides) are 
on the list of invasive species in most 
New England states and also need to be 
weeded out. They are on the list because 
they can out-compete our native maples 
(and other trees) for water, sunlight and 
nutrients, and because they seed into the 
woods whenever present. I have not tried 
the double girdling technique on them 
because I have none on my property. But 
if you have some, I suggest you try it — 
and then please email me in three years if 
the technique works. 

Crimson King is a cultivar of Norway 
maple that is very attractive, with nice dark 
purple leaves. It was sold in huge numbers up 
until recently. It is a hybrid, and the numerous 
seedlings it produces are mostly green-leaved 
— which means that most gardeners just 
assume that the maple seedlings they see in 
their woods are native maples. There is a way 
to test a maple to see if it is a Norway. Once 
summer comes, snap off a leaf and look at 


the base of the petiole (leaf stem). If it oozes 
white sap, it’s a Norway maple. 

Other trees and shrubs that can be inva- 
sive include bush honeysuckle, tree of 
heaven, barberry, Russian olive, autumn 
olive, burning bush, border privet, princess 
tree (Powlownia tomentosa), and multiflo- 
ra rose. Most share these characteristics: 
they are tough trees, produce lots of seeds, 
and will out-compete native species — 
they have been introduced from abroad. 

I recently spoke to Blaine Moore of Mav- 
erick Farm in Sharon, Vt., about a technique 
he has used on invasives. He cuts them off 
close to ground level, and then covers the 
cut stem with a tin can so that no light gets 
to the stem — light can stimulate cut stems 
to grow or to send up root sprouts. He told 
me he has used this technique successfully 
for a number of years on a variety of types 


of invasives and he swears by it. I have not 
tried this yet, but I have lots of honeysuck- 
le, and I will try it this spring. It’s much 
less work than digging them out. He some- 
times uses tuna cans and nails the can onto 
a stump to keep it in place. 

I have written in the past about a nifty 
tool for pulling young woody invasives, 
the weed wrench (weedwrench.com). This 
is a very sturdy hand tool that allows you 
to grab onto a tree or shrub with a self- 
tightening jaw, and pull them out with the 
leverage of a steel arm. They come in four 
sizes and are a good investment for garden 
clubs. Of course you will have to wait until 
the soil thaws to start pulling out culprits. 
Meanwhile, go try some double-girdling.

Never ignore signs of overheating 



Hi, guys: 

I drive a taxicab in Austin, Tex- 
as, and Fm feeling flummoxed! The 
2008 Chrysler 300C that I drove 
blew its head gasket Here’s where 
I get confused. The temp-gauge 
needle stayed approximately in 
the middle, and there was no Hot 
Engine warning light and bell. 
When I started my shift, I noticed 
that the car was a little hard to 
start. But it got going with no nois- 
es and ran smoothly, so I thought, 
“No problem. ” I went to the airport 
and proceeded to wait a couple of 
hours for a fare. It was humid, so I 
idled with the AC going. I smelled 
coolant, so I checked on the ground 
to see if I had a leak. All I saw was 
water. It seemed like condensation, 
so again I thought, “Hmm, no prob- 
lem. ” I pulled into the loading area. 
I loaded my fare in to the car and 
started off. 

Here’s where it gets interesting. 
The Check Engine light came on. 
Performance was a little squirrely 
for a bit, and then I noticed white 
smoke coming out of the tailpipe. I 
mistakenly thought it was because 
the fuel mixture wasn ’t right, caus- 
ing the white smoke. The engine 


continued to run smoothly, though, 
and after a couple of miles the 
smoke stopped. But the warning 
light remained on. We cruised down 
the highway for about 10 miles 
before coming to a red light. As I 
came to a stop, the engine died, and 
when I tried to restart, black smoke 
came from the engine compart- 
ment. I called a tow truck. When the 
mechanic checked out the car, he 
saw that a coolant hose that feeds 
into the coolant reservoir had a 
small hole in it. I guess this would 
explain the coolant smell from 
earlier. But why didn’t the engine 
register as overheating? Wouldn’t 
this be natural when a head gasket 
fails? This is where I become flum- 
moxed! Tell me, please, what should 
I have done, if anything, to avoid 
this catastrophe? 

— Russ “The Cabbie” 

RAY: If it makes you feel bet- 
ter, Russ, we can tell you there’s 
not much you could have done to 
prevent this. 

TOM: If that doesn’t make you 
feel better, then we’ll tell you the 
truth ... which is that you said, 
“Hm, no problem” when the better 
response would have been, “Hm, 
problem?” 

RAY: You lay out a complicated 
series of events here, so anything 
we say will be pure speculation 
about what happened. But that’s 
never stopped us before. 

TOM: My guess would be that 
your head gasket was already leak- 
ing that day, but not enough for 
you to really notice it. It wouldn’t 
leak eoolant onto the ground; it 
would leak into one of your cyl- 
inders and get vaporized and sent 


out the tailpipe. 

RAY: That could be the coolant 
you were smelling. Then, for any 
number of reasons — the heat, the 
stress, the age of the ear, the posi- 
tion of Aquarius in the southern 
sky — your head gasket pieked that 
day to get mueh worse. As it let 
more coolant seep into a cylinder, 
you finally noticed white smoke, 
which was the vaporized coolant, 
coming out of the tailpipe. 

TOM: You never lost enough 
coolant to overheat the engine that 
day, but you lost enough to even- 
tually stop it from seeping into the 
cylinder, which stopped the cool- 
ant vapor, or white smoke. 

RAY: Then, my guess is that 
something completely unrelated 
made the car stall. My first guess 
would be that your alternator failed. 

TOM: That could explain why 
the car was hard to start in the 
morning (the battery wasn’t charg- 
ing properly), why the car finally 
stalled and wouldn’t restart (the bat- 
tery and alternator both were dead) 
and why there was a brief billow- 
ing of black smoke (the alternator 
seized and caused its belt to heat up 
and smoke). 

RAY: And then, upon exami- 
nation, your mechanic discovered 
the blown head gasket. 

TOM: What could you have 
done? Well, maybe nothing. But 
there were several red flags along 
the way that should have gotten 
you to at least scratch your head, 
if not pull over immediately. 

RAY: The reddest of those red 
flags is when all the idiot lights on 
the dashboard lit up, the car’s per- 
formance got squirrelly and you 


saw voluminous plumes of white 
smoke coming out of your car. 

TOM: Those were hints that 
something was wrong, Russ. 

RAY: And since you ignored 
all of those hints, your final hint 
was one you couldn’t ignore: the 
car dying at an intersection with a 
paying passenger in the back seat. 

TOM: For future reference, if 
you ever have any signs of over- 
heating, it’s important to pull over 
and stop driving the car. If you keep 
driving, you easily can turn a sim- 
ple cooling-system problem into a 
blown head gasket, or turn a blown 
head gasket into a cracked head. 

RAY: Pulling over and shutting 
off the car when you suspect it’s 
overheating is good advice, Russ. 
Don’t be afraid to stop next time. 
A cracked head or cracked block 
will cost you many times more 
than one lost fare. 

Dear Tom and Ray: 

My son left for Europe to get 
married and live. He left me his 
2001 Chrysler Sebring convert- 
ible. It lasted three weeks before 
the engine blew up. I still owe 
$1,200 on it because I co-signed. 
Question: When it is paid off, do 
I junk it, or rebuild it? It needs a 
new engine, a new top, new fluids, 
a new battery, new tires and lord 
only knows what else. — Cathy 

TOM: Well, if you’re looking 
for permission to dump this thing, 
Cathy, you’ve got it. 

RAY: Sure. I guess if you’re look- 
ing for the silver lining, you can at 
least be grateful that your son didn’t 
leave you a juvenile boa constrictor 
when he jetted off for Europe. 


TOM: I disagree! At least the 
boa constrictor might be useful 
and catch some mice! 

RAY: Anjrway, this is the kind 
of car you would fix and keep 
only if you were in love with it. 
We can tell you’re not. In fact, I 
would guess that you’re barely on 
speaking terms with it these days. 
We don’t blame you. 

TOM: But what you should do 
is figure out what its real value is. 
The best way to do that is to look 
at what other people are selling 
similar cars for in your area. 

RAY: Go to a website like cars, 
com, and search for used 2001 
Sebrings with similar mileage. 
Now, granted, those probably will 
have working engines and tops, 
and still-hirsute tires. So you’ll 
have to adjust your price to allow 
for a used engine and the other 
repairs your car needs. But you 
may be surprised to find that, even 
as is, it still may be worth a thou- 
sand bucks or two. 

TOM: And that’s the way you 
should sell it: as is. Don’t invest the 
time and money into fixing it your- 
self Let its next owner do that. 

RAY: If it still is worth some- 
thing, you might be able to sell it, 
pay off the loan and maybe have 
enough left over to send a nasty 
postcard to Junior over in his villa 
in Monte Carlo. Good luck, Cathy.

Seeking by scent 

Search dogs locate New Hampshire’s lost

Her SUV is loaded with snow- 
shoes, boots and top-of-the-line 
tracking gear. Her team uses GPS 
navigation and radio eommuni- 
cations. But the best tool Paula 
Harper has when she heads into 
the wilderness is her dog Miek’s 
nose. 

An 18-year veteran and senior 
handler with New England K-9 
Search and Rescue, Harper has to 
be ready to head into the woods 
at a moment’s notice. It could be 
a missing child, a person with a 
mental illness who wandered off 
or a missing hunter or skier, but 
the goal is always the same: sniff 
out the missing person and bring 
him or her home safely. 

The Canterbury-based organi- 
zation has worked to train dogs 
and handlers in New Hampshire 
and Vermont to find missing peo- 
ple in the wilderness since 1981. 
The all-volunteer squad assists 
law enforcement whenever called 
on and puts its dogs’ noses to 
work as soon as possible. 

“When I put on his vest and say, 
‘Let’s go to work,’ he starts bounc- 


ing like a pogo stick,” Harper said. 
“Unlike a police dog, these dogs 
are not on a leash.” 

The team averages about 35 
calls per year. Harper said the vol- 
unteers and their dogs need to 
always have their gear ready and 
must be able to leave a job and be 
out on a search for however long 
is needed. 

Harper, accompanied by a 
group of search dogs, will lead a 
presentation at the Beaver Brook 
Association in Hollis on Saturday, 
March 30, on staying put — the 
best plan of action if you get lost. 
She said there are ways to stay 
warm and dry without venturing 
farther into the wilderness. 

“Just sit down right on the 
trail,” Harper said. “If you have 
a bandana that’s bright colored, 
hang it on a tree. If you get cold, 
warm up with leaves.” 

The search and rescue K-9s 
have visited Beaver Brook a 
few times previously for simi- 
lar demonstrations. Celeste Barr, 
Beaver Brook’s education direc- 
tor, said she’s always amazed by 
how quickly these dogs work. As 
part of past demonstrations, Barr 
said, kids have gone to hide in the

woods, only to be found moments 
later. 

“These dogs look for people 
who are out of place, and they 
don’t need to have one of your 
socks or pillows,” Barr said. 

While a strong nose is essential, 
a search and rescue K-9 does not 
have to be a certain breed. Mick is 
an Australian shepherd, but Harp- 
er said she’s used a malinois, and 
other rescuers have trained Labra- 
dor retrievers, German shepherds, 
coonhounds, pointers and even a 
standard poodle. 

As long as the dog loves people 
and has a strong work ethic and

a versatile coat, it can be trained 
to be a search dog. Generally 
Harper said search dogs are medi- 
um-sized, about 50 to 60 pounds. 

“If you look at a Lab, they’re 
always happy and have a lighter 
coat in the summer and a heavi- 
er coat in the winter,” Harper 
said. “They’re not really big and 
they’re not scary looking, but they 
like to hunt and use their nose.” 

Harper said the presentation 


will focus on teaching kids what 
to do to avoid getting lost, but she 
said it also provides a good educa- 
tion for any adults who take kids 
outside. The dogs may be skilled 
at what they do, but it’s always 
better to avoid a situation where 
they would be needed. 

“I’d encourage families to 
come and bring anyone they go 
on a walk, hike or go out and play 
with,” Harper said. M

Fryin’ up fish and chips 

Popularity skyrockets during Lent

Local restaurants are reporting significant 
increases in orders of fish and chips — a sure 
sign that it's Lent. 

The W ild Rover Pub in M anchester serves 
fried haddock with homemade onion rings 
as a regular menu item, but it’s during this 
40-day period each year that the dish is most 
popular. 

"Our fish and chips double in sales during 
Lent," Wild Rover co-owner Jim Batchelder 
said, noting that the restaurant has used the 
same beer batter reel pe for 22 years, w ith H arp 
beer from I reland as the signature ingredient. 

At Firefly American Bistro and Bar in 
Manchester, owner and chef David Becker 
echoed Batchelder when it came to sales, 

"Our fish and chips and our sea- 
food orders at least double," said Becker. 
Firefly's fish and chips have been a signature 
menu item since the restaurant opened four 
years ago. The haddock is breaded in New 
Flampshire’s own Tuckerman Pale Ale beer 
batter and served over hand-cut seasoned chips. 

Lent is a Christian tradition where many 


people abstain from eating meat on Fridays. It 
started Feb, 13 and lasts until Easter Sunday, 
Lent has roots in Judaism and the Hebrew 
stories of the Old Testament when peo- 
ple would fast as an expression of sorrow, 
said Reverend Jason Wells of Grace Epis- 
copal Church in Concord. This is an ancient 
practice where people would fast for 40 
days and 40 nights in hopes to hear the 
voice of God, though there are similar sto- 
ries from all religions, not Just Christianity. 
"This is found across all religions," Wells 
said, noting each religion has its own 
foods that practitioners eat and do not 
eat, depending upon what their beliefs. 
Lent represents the 40 days before Easter 
when Christians prepare for Jesus’ resur- 
rection and there is typically a feast, Meat 
is given up on Fridays because it used to be 
a luxury, where fish was once considered a 
peasant dish. 

"By being hungry, we are preparing for 
the [EasterJ feast, which makes the cele- 
brating more Joyful," Wells said, "These are 
engrained cultural traditions." 

Any kind of fish is a popular choice dur- 
ing lent. At Wild Rover, there are additional

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seafood specials like grilled or baked salm- 
on, swordfish or scallops. The Firefly dinner 
menu includes baked stuffed haddock with a 
crumb topping, scallops and a salmon dish 
with ravioli. 

At Peddler’s Daughter in Nashua, the fish 
and chips are served in traditional Irish fash- 
ion. The haddock is beer battered and fried, 
served in newspaper with hand-cut French 
fries, homemade ketchup and homemade 
tartar sauce. The ketchup differs from reg- 
ular recipes in that it is slightly chunkier 
because it is not pureed, made with several 
ingredients including molasses and onions. 
M ichael Conneely, co-owner, keeps this tra- 
dition alive at his restaurants as a tribute to 
his own I rish heritage. FI e came to the U nited 
States from Ireland in 1989 and have had a lot 
of success with this dish. 

"It is our biggest seller at both restaurants 
and it's a very unique presentation," said 
Conneely. 

Fie offers numerous seafood specials dur- 
ing Lent, including salmon and flounder. 

Several other M anchester restaurants 
serve their own style of fish and chips. The 
Shaskeen offers haddock deep-friend in a 
Magner’s cider and Flarp beer batter with 
French fries, coleslaw and tartar sauce. The 
Red Arrow Diner also serves their fish and 
chips with French fries and coleslaw, as a 
common diner meal. The Airport Diner has

all you can eat style fish and chips on their 
Fish Fry Fridays and Murphy's Tap Room 
serves their own version of fried haddock 
with French fries, coleslaw and tartar sauce. 

The chefs recommend exercising caution 
when trying to make fish and chips at home, 
as using hot oil and frying the fish can be 
dangerous. 

"Spend some extra money and get a fri ala- 
tor with a thermostat," Batchelder said. 

Conneely said overfilling a pan with oil can 
lead to it boiling over, which causes a danger- 
ous mess. FI e also recommended a fryer made 
for this purpose. 

"It's tricky and it’s a lot of work," Becker 
said. "Y ou can pan fry it, but you will not get 
the same results. If you want good fish and 
chips, go to a restaurant." m

IN THE 

KITCHEN 

WITH MILES BUCK 

Nestled on the comer of Newmarkets Main 
Street, with brick and mortar more than 200 
years old, is The Riverworks. Head chef Miles 
Buck took over the kitchen last year, but he's 
been experimenting with flavors and new recipes 
since his childhood. 1 started as a dishwasher 
in my aunt and uncle's restaurant and worked 
in kitchens all through high school, " Buck said. 
"Finally, I decided to go to culinary school. Almost 
half of the men in my family are chefs — it's like a 
family tradition." 


What is your must-have item in the 
kitchen? 

There really isn’t anything that I eouldn’t 
live without in the kitehen; I like to think 
I’m pretty resourceful. But I’d probably 
say a fish spatula — it’s not just for fish. 
. . . Kidding. Let’s go with garlie. It’s such a 
key ingredient in so many dishes. 


What is the best and biggest food trend 
in New Hampshire right now? 

Around here, the farm-to-table move- 
ment is really big. I think people are 
becoming more health conscious and more 
aware of where their food is coming from. 
That’s why we make an effort to source as 
much as we can locally. 


What would you choose as your last 
meal? 

We talk about this in the kitchen all the 
time; it’s nearly impossible to answer. It’s a 
tough question, but I’d go with curry goat, 
rice and beans and fried plantains. They 
remind me of home in St. Croix. 


What is your favorite meal to cook at 
home? 

If I’m at home cooking for a bunch of 
friends I like to make a seafood boil with 
crab, shrimp, crawfish, potatoes, gar- 
lic, and some sriracha sauce among other 
things. 


What is your favorite restaurant, other 
than your own? 

There are a lot of great restaurants in 
the area, so it’s hard to choose. I’ll play it 
safe and pick one from St. Croix — Mama 
Rosa’s. It’s a great little pate stand. 

What celebrity would you like to see 
come to eat at the restaurant? 

Definitely Gordon Ramsay. I’d love to 
cook for him, just so he can tell me all of 
the things he thinks I do wrong. 


What is your favorite dish at The 
Riverworks? 

I put it on a dinner specials menu once, 
and it’s going to be on our new menus com- 
ing out in the spring: seared sea scallops 
with pesto linguine, roasted cherry toma- 
toes and crispy salt pork. It was such a hit 
the first time around. I’m excited to see 
how people respond to it once it’s on the 
new menu.

Sweet surrender 


Sugar shacks open their doors for Maple Weekend

It’s officially spring, and the smell of 
maple is in the air at dozens of sugar houses 
throughout the state. This weekend, March 
23 and 24, is the 18th annual NH Maple 
Weekend — your chance to visit a sugar 
house or two for tours, demos and samples 
of all things maple. 

On average, the New Hampshire maple 
industry produces nearly 90,000 gallons of 
maple syrup per year. But the sweet sap isn’t 
just for syrup. 

“Maple symp inspires the food and candy,” 
Dave Richards of Grant’s Family Pond View 
Maples in Weare said. “We give away a ton of 
food on Maple Weekend, including maple hot 
dogs, maple chili, maple popcorn, and maple 
cotton candy. We’re proud to promote a fabu- 
lous made-in-New-Hampshire product.” 

The variety and creativity of the maple 
food, candies and creams during the week- 
end is endless. 

“We have samples of symp, candy and 
maple cream, and maple sundaes for sale made 
with maple walnut ice cream,” Brian Folsom 
of Folsom’s Sugar House in Chester said. 

The sugar house, which has been around for 
more than two decades, is known for the mouth- 
watering smell wafting fi*om under its door. 

“We probably get the most comments on 
the great smell. When the evaporator is up 
and mnning, as it will be this weekend, the 
smell of the maple mixes with the burning 
of the wood,” Folsom said. “But really the 
weekend is a great opportunity for families 
to come out and see how the maple syrup 
is made, and to talk and educate them about 
the industry.” 

Barbara Lassonde of Beaver Meadow- 
brook Farm Sugar House in Warner knows a 
thing or two about how to work some maple 
magic. The sugar house has been produc- 
ing maple syrup and sweets for 40 years and 
has won the Carlisle Award for excellence in 
maple syrup production. 

“I authored a book on maple syrup pro- 
duction in New Hampshire, so visitors 
during Maple Weekend usually get an earful 
on how we make it. We really enjoy explain- 
ing the process to visitors,” Lassonde said. 

Take in a production lesson while dipping 
into one of Beaver Meadowbrook Farm’s 
maple sap coffees with a maple cookie 
confection. 

Each sugar house offers something slight- 
ly different this weekend, from maple salt 
and pepper to a more traditional maple 
cream, though almost all will have tours, 
talks and sweet samples. 

“Most people are fairly surprised with 
how intricate [the process] really is,” Rich-

ards said. “We look forward to seeing our 
returning visitors year after year and having 
the opportunity to share our love of sugaring 
with the newcomers as well. Maple week- 
end is a fantastic, family-oriented outing and 
everyone usually leaves with a full stomach 
and a smile on their face.”

Tomatoes 

The tomato is a highly contested piece of 
food: is it a fruit or a vegetable? Shocking- 
ly, this argument was settled in court when 
the Tariff Act of 1 883 required a tax on veg- 
etables and not fruit. The Supreme Court of 
the United States (no, I am not making this 
up) ruled that a tomato should be taxed as a 
vegetable because it is used as a vegetable. 
Because of its seed-bearing capacity, botan- 
ically speaking, a tomato is a fruit. Yet, 
according to the Nix vs. Hedden case of 
1893, tomatoes are used as vegetables and 
therefore ought to be taxed as vegetables. 
In fact, the tomato is the state “vegeta- 
ble” of New Jersey! Who knew tomatoes 
had such a dramatic history? All I know for 
sure is that they are delicious and wonder- 
fully versatile. 

Having recently returned from a trip to 
Italy, I have found my relationship with 
tomatoes has become more intimate. I love 
them! They’re fantastic in bruschetta, in 
pizza or pasta sauces and they’re divine 
with a little balsamic and mozzarella. The 
possibilities really are endless for this vege- 
table (fruit?) packed with vitamins A and C. 

Here in New Hampshire, local tomatoes 
are easiest to find in the summer. They are 



a wonderful plant to grow in a backyard 
garden, as they don’t have to take up too 
much space. If backyard gardening isn’t 
your thing, get some at a local farmstand or 
farmers market. 

This pasta sauce is quite simple but needs 
to sit on the stove for a couple of hours. 
Feel free to experiment with the ingredi- 
ents, depending on your favorite spices. For 
example, this recipe doesn’t call for orega- 
no but, if you’re an oregano lover, add it in!

Ginger 

There’s a nightly argument in my house: 
flavor versus funetion. I’m a stiekler for at 
least semi-healthy meals that will provide 
us with some energy for the gym, while 
my husband would be happy with any- 
thing fried, sauteed or basted so long as it 
paeks a puneh of flavor. We finally reaehed 
a eompromise on five-spiee turkey burg- 
ers featured in an issue of Family Circle 
magazine. The reeipe originally ealled for 
Chinese five-spiee powder; but failing to 
find that in my pantry, I improvised with a 
spice concoction of my own. 

From the spiee raek I pulled seasoning 
salt, basil, paprika, pepper, garlie and gin- 
ger. Perhaps a seemingly random seleetion 
at first, but I love all of the flavors indi- 
vidually, so I figured it would be worth 
mixing them — even somewhat haphazard- 
ly. The real standout in this spiee serving 
was ginger. 

Considered a luxury thousands of years 
ago, ginger is now a pantry staple in many 
households. While uses vary aeross eultures 
and kitehens, ginger is found throughout 
history and predates references to many 
other herbs and spiees. It’s believed to 
have originated in Southeast Asia and was 
widely eultivated in other eountries onee 
its popularity spread. As early as the first 
century, sailors and merchants had traded 
ginger from Asia to the Mediterranean. 

Eventually, the spiee earned the atten- 
tion of the Roman Empire, where it soared 
in popularity. But as the Empire fell, so too 
did the popularity of the spiee. Howev- 
er, by the 14th century, it was one of the 
most commonly traded spices and a pound 
of ginger eost nearly the same amount as a 
live sheep or other livestoek. 

Throughout history, the plant has been 
used for eooking and medieinal purposes, 
and at times in eertain eultures was valued 
more for its medicinal properties. The Indi-

ans and ancient Chinese used the root of the 
plant to treat common ailments. 

While the plant no longer grows wildly, 
it ean be found in almost every supermarket 
year-round. For eonvenienee, and this reei- 
pe, I used dried ginger powder. 

In a bowl, I eombined ground turkey 
meat, the spices, scallions and soy sauce. 
After mixing I formed the meat into patties 
and tossed them onto my George Fore- 
man grill for approximately seven minutes. 
Meanwhile, I combined mayonnaise and 
sriracha hot sauce in a separate bowl and 
spread it on the hamburger buns. Onee the 
patties were eooked thoroughly I built my 
burgers. The eombination of the fresh spie- 
es and spiey mayonnaise gives the burger 
an extra bite. And sinee we ehose turkey 
over ground beef, I felt slightly less guilty 
about indulging in the juiey meal. Add a 
slice of tomato and a leaf of crisp lettuce, or 
stick to the recipe and top the burger with 
sliced red onion instead of tomato. No mat- 
ter how you slice it, stack it or build it, this 
burger is delicious down to the last bite.

Nutella 

Let’s be clear: Nutella isn’t health food. 

Though the ads feature earefully eouehed 
language about skim milk and balaneed 
breakfasts, Nutella is made up of rough- 
ly equal parts fat, sugar and delieiousness. 
Which makes it a natural for desserts. 

Nutella began its life in Italy in the 
1940s. World War II was raging and war- 
time rationing left ehoeolate in short 
supply. Pastry-maker Pietro Ferrero decid- 
ed to extend his seant supply by mixing in 
ground hazelnuts. The eoneoetion was sold 
as “gianduja,” a traditional Italian term for 
a mix of hazelnuts and ehoeolate. 

Originally sold in slieeable loaves, the 
tasty paste was eventually reformulat- 
ed into a spreadable creme, much like the 
product we enjoy today. The name was 
changed to Nutella in 1964. 

You don’t have to eat it for dessert. For 
a decadent breakfast, spread Nutella on 
toast, waffles, or French toast. One Nutel- 
la fan online recommends stirring a dollop 
into hot coffee. I know a young girl whose 
favorite after- school snack is apple slices 
dipped in Nutella. 

But dessert is where the stuff really shines. 
Fresh crepes are made even more delicious 
with a smear of the chocolate-hazelnut spread. 
Epicurious features recipes for gianduja tarts, 
cakes, and brownies. The Kitchn offers up 
recipes for Nutella chocolate cookies and 
Nutella-cream cheese panini. 



The recipe I have chosen is just about the 
simplest possible dessert option. Nutella is 
mixed with creme fraiche (check the cheese 
case at the supermarket or make your own - 
simple instructions are just a Google away), 
then folded into whipped cream. 

The resultant mousse can be enjoyed as 
is, or dressed up in any number of ways. It 
would make a great filling for cream puffs 
or a chocolate layer cake; the notes with 
the original recipe suggest sandwiching the 
mousse between chocolate wafer cookies 
and freezing for a unique “ice cream” sand- 
wich. On its own, it is rich, creamy, and in 
no way good for you. Enjoy.

Chocolate-Hazelnut Mousse 

This recipe comes from Food and Wine 
magazine. 

V 2 cup chocolate-hazelnut paste, such as 
Nutella 

Va cup creme fraiche 

IV 2 teaspoons brandy or hazelnut liqueur 

V 2 cup heavy cream 

Chocolate wafer cookies, shaved chocolate, 
or chopped hazelnuts, for garnish 


In a medium bowl, using an electric mix- 
er, beat the chocolate-hazelnut paste with 
the creme fraiche and brandy at low speed 
until smooth. In another bowl, beat the 
heavy cream until firm peaks form. 

Using a mbber spatula, fold the whipped 
cream into the chocolate-hazelnut mixture 
until no streaks remain. Spoon the mousse 
into small bowls and refrigerate for 20 
minutes. 

Serve with choice of garnish.

Cookies and wine 

Most Girl Scout cookies can pair well with wine

It’s Girl Scout cookie season, so I couldn’t 
help but consider the best wine-and-cook- 
ie pairings while enjoying some reeently. I 
have no self-eontrol when they’re around, so 
I’m lueky they lasted long enough for me to 
eonsider potential wine pairings. 

I try to buy a few boxes of eookies every 
year to support a good cause, but it never 
occurred to me to pair them with wine until 
talking with a colleague who happens to 
work for the Girl Scouts. We started talking 
about how the Common Man was offering 
a Thin Mints sundae. For a wine fan, wine 
pairings only seemed natural, and I knew I 
wasn’t the first one to consider this. 

For help with these pairings, I con- 
sulted Betty’s Wine Musings, a blog by 
Betty Kaufman. Kaufman, along with some 
friends, took eight different kinds of Girl 
Scout cookies and tried six different wines 
(semi- sparkling wine, savignon blanc, char- 
donnay, dolcetto, a red blend and a cabernet 
sauvignon) to see which paired best. First, 
they tried the wines alone to get a sense of 
their flavor profiles. Next, they tried each 
cookie with a red and white wine. They 
chose a first and second choice for each. 
This is my kind of wine tasting. 

Thank U Berry Munch 

Kaufman’s taste-testing panel found that 
the dolcetto, a lower-tannin, fruit-forward 
red wine sometimes enjoyed chilled, paired 
best with these cranberry and white fudge 
chip cookies. Their second choice was sau- 
vignon blanc from California. I have not 
tried these cookies, so I do not have a wine 
suggestion, though I could see the dolcet- 
to complementing the cranberries well. The 
sauvignon blanc seems like a natural pairing 
because of the slight bitterness in the cran- 
berries and the wine’s acidity. 

Lemonades 

The first choice wine pairing with this 
lemon creme sandwich cookie was sparkling 
wine, followed by the dolcetto as runner-up. 
I am not a big lemon fan so I have not tried 
these cookies either, but sparkling wine is a 
logical pairing. I would even guess that this 
wine may pair well with the right sauvignon 
blanc with citrus notes and a balanced lev- 
el of acidity. 

Samoas 

Samoas, a classic Girl Scout combina- 
tion of coconut, chocolate and caramel, 
paired best with sauvignon blanc, followed 
by chardonnay. I love Samoas, and I agree 


with the sauvignon blanc pairing because of 
the coconut and caramel. I would try them 
with Cupcake Sauvignon Blanc, because it 
has a nice creaminess about it. I could also 
see these cookies pairing well with a choco- 
late wine that isn’t too sweet, like Chocolate 
Shop, a sweeter red wine like Barefoot 
Sweet Red or even a nice, rich Port wine. 

Do-si-dos 

Do-si-dos, peanut butter sandwich cook- 
ies, paired best with California chardonnay, 
according to Kaufman and her friends. Their 
second choice was dolcetto. While I am a 
Do-si-do fan, I am not a chardonnay fan, 
especially when it comes from California 
because it is usually too oaky and buttery for 
me. However, these characteristics do pair 
well with peanut butter and a buttery cook- 
ie. I would pair these cookies with Cupcake 
Sauvignon Blanc, unoaked chardonnay or 
even merlot. 

Tagalongs 

With layers of peanut butter and cookies 
covered in chocolate, Tagalongs are anoth- 
er Girl Scout cookie favorite. These cookies 
paired well with chardonnay, with the red 
blend, made up of merlot, cabernet and syr- 
ah, coming in second. Tagalongs are my 
favorite Girl Scout cookie, so I would prob- 
ably like them with almost any wine. If I had 
to choose, I would pair them with a light 
and fruity pinot noir or Moonlight Mead- 
ery’s Stiletto. I would also venture that they 
would be good with a fruit wine like Sweet 
Baby Vineyard’s Callum’s Red or Win- 
dRoc Vineyard’s Wind Song. 

Thin Mints 

A more challenging pairing. Thin Mints 
are mint chocolate cookies, pairing best with 
dolcetto and then sparkling wine. I would 
definitely pair these cookies with sparkling 
wine. Prosecco or champagne. The best 
choice would be something that isn’t too dry 
but still has some body to it to stand up to the 
mint and complement the chocolate. Over- 
all, these cookies are not the best pairing 
with wine, as the mint can be overpowering. 

Trefoils 

The Trefoil cookie is a basic shortbread 
cookie. Kaufman and her friends didn’t find 
that any of the wines they tried paired well 
with the Trefoils. I would pair these cookies 
with a California chardonnay, or something 
not quite as oaky and buttery like Dream- 
ing Tree Chardonnay. I bet these cookies 
would also be pretty good with Sap House 
Meadery’s Vanilla Bean Mead or Sugar 
Maple Mead. A

Red, white and green 


This week we tried two 
American wines, one red and 
one white. 

Our white wine was the 
2009 Cougar Crest Viogni- 
er from Walla Walla Valley in 
Washington State ($12.99). 

Viognier (pronounced Vee-yoh- 
N’ YAY ) is a white grape that is 
known for its full body and flo- 
ral fragrance. In Walla Walla, it 
accounts for less than 1 percent 
of what’s grown there. Even in 
France, the home of the viogni- 
er, it’s a little-planted grape. But 
it can be surprisingly good if 
you like a white more on the flo- 
ral side. The color of this wine 
was a silver with a slight green 
cast. On the nose we got citrus 
and not the big burst of floral 
we were expecting. We tried the 
Cougar Crest slightly chilled without food. 
That’s where we found the perfumy charac- 
teristic as well as some minerals and a bit of 
sweetness to balance out the citrus. 

Our red was a 2010 R Collection Field 
Blend Lot No. 7 from California ($14.99). 


This is one of those wines 
where different varietals are 
harvested together, creating a 
blend. According to the wine- 
maker’s website, the varietals 
are: syrah, cabernet sauvignon, 
merlot, zinfandel, petite sirah, 
sangiovese and pinot noir. Now 
that’s a field blend! The R Col- 
lection was dark and dense in 
color but not all the way inky. 
We found the nose to be rasp- 
berry jam and, as one taster 
commented, “big cherry,” with 
a touch of acid. We tried the 
wine at room temperature and 
with no food. For flavors, dried 
cherries jumped out at us with 
no mouth-puckering tannins 
and a touch of cedar. Overall, 
the wine is very smooth and 
silky with a nice rich finish. 
Each week in “Red, White & Green,” the wine- 
lovers taste red and white wines that sell for not too 
much of the green, less than $20. The goal? To find 
a good bottle without breaking the bank Unless oth- 
erwise noted, the prices listed are what you ll find 
the bottles selling for at the New Hampshire Wine & 
Liquor Outlet. ^

A NOVEL OF QUEEN ELIZABETH'S ALCHEMIST

Hollis resident Geoffrey James is a 
journalist, a blogger and the author of 
nonfiction business books, so he knows 
a thing or two about writing. His most 
work-intensive projeet, he says, is Sor- 
cerer: A Novel of Queen Elizabeth’s 
Alchemist, his just-released work of his- 
torical fiction. 

Nearly 40 years in the making, the sto- 
ry follows alchemist John Dee in 1584, a 
guy who James says was one of the great- 
est seholars of his age. In the book. Dee has 
turned from seienee to “forbidden magie.” 
He’s been searehing for the seeret that will 
produee not just gold from lead, but also 
the elixir of life. Along the way, he finds 
allies in a “visionary rogue,” an ex-nun 
and a court beauty. Throw in some assas- 
sins, angels, demons and the answer to 
what Dee’s been looking for, and you have 
James’ novel. 

In his almost four decades of research, 
James gathered enough material to pub- 
lish two non-fietion books along the way, 
in 1984 and 1996. He traveled to London, 
Cambridge, to Prague and Krakow, visit- 


ing the plaees his eharaeters were and the 
homes they stayed in. 

The information from the novel, even the 
fantastieal information — alehemy, angels 
and demons — was taken straight from 
historieal doeuments, ineluding the pro- 
tagonist’s diaries. James said it’s hard to 
figure out exaetly what is happening when 
in these diaries, the writer reports seeing 
angels and demons. 

“It’s hard to say if it was a religious expe- 
rienee or if he was gradually going erazy, 
or if he was making it all up. I take the per- 
speetive that they’re not sure what’s going 
on,” James said. “The real ehallenge here 
is that I’m dealing with a subjeet matter 
that seems like it should be fantasy. People 
talking to angels, alehemy. But the peo- 
ple involved during this time believed it 
was all real with the same eonvietion that 
our seienee is real. ... There’s nothing tru- 
ly fantastieal here; this isn’t about dragons 
or goblins.” 

James says that he’s read least 100 
books about the period, the individ- 
uals involved and the surrounding 
politieal environment, and the book has 
been through at least 10 drafts, three 
agents and a dozen editors.

“It’s been a long process of honing the 
story down to its essence and writing it in 
a way that’s compelling, interesting and 
fun to read,” he said. “Life is too compli- 
cated to tell a story with a plot. Historical 
fiction is a way to get to the deeper truth 
of what happens in history, while at the 
same time, have a story that’s exciting 
and interesting to read and true to the 
events.” 

Dee has fascinated James since he was in 
school, back in 1974. 

“He [Dee] is the prototype for the con- 
cept of the scientist who goes beyond what 
humans are supposed to know. It’s an image 
that’s repeated in literature,” James said. “I 
think it says something about the human 
condition, struggling against the limitation 
of your time and the limitations of your 
own ability to accumulate knowledge and 
achieve the goals you set for yourself”

The Storyteller, by 
Jodi Picoult (Atria,

Let Maine have 
its Steven King;

Hampshire has Jodi 
Picoult, who is fast 
eelipsing Dan Brown, 
the woman who wrote 
“Mary had a Little 
Lamb” and the late 
recluse out in Cornish 
as the Granite State’s 
most famous writer. 

As a novelist, the 
46-year-old Picoult 
has achieved status 
enjoyed only by the 
top tier of authors: 
the privilege of having one’s name more 
prominent than the book’s title on the cov- 
er. The title — the whole book, for that 
matter — becomes only mildly impor- 
tant when you have 14 million books in 
print. Fans will buy even as deft edit- 
ing declines in inverse proportion to an 
author’s fame. In a dispute over commas 
and cuts between a household name and a 
copy editor, the household name will win 
or take her brand elsewhere. Witness the 
evolution of the Twilight saga: Book 1, 
498 pages; Book 2, 563; Book 3, 628; 
Book 4, 768. There’s a similar evolution 
in Harry Potter, which began at 309 and 
ended at 759 pages. No lesser being dare 
tell a lion he’s roaring too loudly, or too 
long. 

It’s a relief, then, that though Picoult’s 
latest checks in at 460 pages. The Story- 
teller is not bloated with writerly ego, but 
rather, thickened with plot. It’s a compli- 
cated tale that takes some time to unfold, 
and even as the hours tick by, relation- 
ships grow, not resentment. 

Sage Singer is our hero — or perhaps 
antihero, depending on how things turn 
out. Badly scarred by a mysterious acci- 
dent that somehow involved her mother, 
at 25, Sage lives an intentionally clois- 
tered life, working the night shift as a 
baker at a coffee shop/bakery (named 
Our Daily Bread) at a religious shrine 
in Westerbrook, N.H. There, she works 
with a former nun who walked out of 
church on Easter, dyed her hair pink and 
then hiked the Appalachian Trail, where 
she finally found God; and a barista who 
makes “foam art” and speaks only in hai- 
ku. (“Ran out of baguettes/Gave angry 
folks free coffee/Tonight make extra.”) 

Picoult could have stopped introducing 
characters right there, and built the entire 
book around those three, and no one 
would have felt cheated out of $28.99. 
But there’s more: Adam, the married 


funeral director 
who is Sage’s 
lust interest; her 
grandmother, 
Minka, a con- 
centration-camp 
survivor who tells 
her young grand- 
daughter that it’s 
her telephone 
number tattooed 
on her forearm; 
and Leo, the 
Nazi hunter who 
spends his days 
talking to margin- 
ally functioning 
women who think 
Josef Mengele has 
been reincarnat- 
ed and come back 
as a cat. (Scratch marks in the shape of 
swastikas!) 

But the main story here is the rela- 
tionship between Sage and 95-year-old 
Josef Webber, a widower she meets at a 
grief support group. “Maybe loneliness 
is a mirror, and recognizes itself,” Sage 
muses. 

Alone but for a dachshund named Eva, 
Webber is “everyone’s adoptive, cuddly 
grandfather,” a man who taught German 
at the high school, coached baseball and 
organized cleanups at a local park. 

He’s also a Nazi, or at least that’s what 
he tells Sage. And, because she’s Jew- 
ish, he asks her to forgive him, then kill 
him, in what she supposes is a bizarre 
act of karmic judgment. Sage was raised 
by parents whose observation was casu- 
al, and the Holocaust was only a distant 
horror to her, despite her grandmoth- 
er’s horrific arm brand. But as she flicks 
through haunting images on the Internet, 
a dormant anger kindles in her. Thrust 
into history unwillingly, she embarks 
on a quest to see justice done, despite 
her doubts about Webber’s story and 
motivation. 

While Sage is the primary storytell- 
er, her point of view is interspersed with 
first-person narratives from others: her 
grandmother, the federal prosecutor, 
and Josef himself. A romance that buds 
between Sage and Leo is a given from the 
moment we learn he’s single, but apart 
from that bit of predictability, the story 
does not disappoint. 

What happens to Josef, and who is 
really is, is a mystery until the final pag- 
es of the book. No such obfuscation for 
Sage: A major motion picture is clear- 
ly her ultimate destiny. The Storyteller is 
of variegated crumb, like Sage’s artisanal 
bread: dense and airy, comic and brood- 
ing, blasphemous and pious. A

Wild & Scenic 


Film festival highlights environmental issues

Members of the New Hampshire Rivers 
Council hope the Wild & Scenic Film Fes- 
tival raises awareness for environmental 
issues loeally and globally and inspires peo- 
ple to piteh in themselves. 

The festival, whieh will take plaee at Red 
River Theatres in Coneord Friday, Mareh 
29, will foeus on eonserving and appreeiat- 
ing nature. Many of the films will be water 
related. Film festival planners are espeeially 
exeited to show two films this year that are 
close to home. One of them is Marion Stod- 
dart: The Work of 1000, the story of Marion 
Stoddart’s unwavering determination and 
leadership to restore the Nashua River, and 
a short film about the restoration of Black 
Brook in Manchester, organizers said. 

Michele Tremblay, president of the New 
Hampshire Rivers Council, said the festi- 
val is meant to bring people together who 
have an interest in the environment, as well 
as those who have specific questions about 
rivers and watersheds. The festival includes 
something that will serve to inspire people 
who are experienced with environmental 
issues, and people who are looking to learn 
more. 

‘The key word, for me, is inspiring,” 
Tremblay said. 

The festival features international films 
and local films. This is the fourth year the 
Rivers Council, the only statewide conserva- 
tion organization dedicated to the protection 
and conservation of New Hampshire riv- 
ers, has hosted the event at the Red River 
Theatres. 

“We’re fortunate to have some local films, 
as well as films from across the country,” 
Tremblay said. 

The national Wild & Scenic Film Festival 
organization presents a selection of films and 
Flagler and Tremblay pick from that list. The 
festival features eight films, with organizers 
picking diverse films in hopes of interesting 
as many people as possible. Flagler said the 
festival is appropriate for people junior high 
age and up. 

“We pick programs that work for us,” 
Tremblay said. 

One film, Anya: Citizen-Scientist in Sibe- 
ria, which is part of the Young Voices for a 
Planet series, focuses on a young girl in Rus- 
sia who joins a research team investigating 
the arctic ecosystem. Another selection, In 
the Same Boat, examines cod fishermen in 
Newfoundland. 

The festival has grown through the years; 
the first festival featured one film. This is 
also the River Council’s 20th anniversa- 
ry year, though Tremblay said it has been

around a lot longer unofficially. This year, 
state Department of Environmental Servic- 
es Commissioner Thomas Burack will attend 
the festival to sign a cooperative agreement 
between DES and the New Hampshire Riv- 
ers Council. 

Some films don’t come from the nation- 
al organization’s selection. One film this year 
features the restoration of Black Brook in 
Manchester. Dam removal a few years ago 
has resulted in a free-flowing stream. 

“In the Midwest, they have a lot of differ- 
ent issues there,” Tremblay said. “We tried 
to pick films that people can identify with 
here.” 

That said, some ofthe issues facingrivers and 
streams worldwide are the same issues facing 
waterways in the Granite State, Tremblay said. 
So far, interest has been strong. Tremblay 
said early ticket sales as of last week were up. 

“People really look forward to it every 
year,” Flagler said. “It’s just a nice offering 
right here in the middle of the state. We get to 
choose the program and we try to fit it to our 
constituents.” 

Tremblay said she hopes viewers walk 
away with a purpose. 

“I’m hoping they choose to get involved,” 
Tremblay said. 

The festival will include a reception from 
5 to 6 p.m., allowing time for a meet and 
greet, the organization’s annual meeting, 
online auction item viewing and raffles. M

The Call (R) 

Halle Berry is so bad-ass she can 
kick butt via phone in The Call, a 
caffeinated bit of mostly satisfying 
junk food. 

Jordan Turner (Berry) is a 911 operator 
who handles emergeneies and tragedies 
like a eool eustomer — that is, until a 
teenage girl ealls to say a man is in the 
proeess of breaking into her house. Jor- 
dan helps the girl hide while the eops are 
on their way but then makes an error in 
judgment that eauses the situation to end 
badly and Jordan to lose her nerve for 
answering ealls. 

Six months later, we see her walking a 
group of newbies through the eall eenter. 
Jordan is now a trainer advising future 
operators not to get emotionally involved. 
But then, as she walks by the workstation 
of a green young operator, a eall eomes in 
from another teenage girl, Casey Welson 
(Abigail Breslin). Casey was at the mall 
with a friend but, while headed to her car 
in the parking garage, she was grabbed, 
chloroformed and stuffed in a car trunk. 
With a friend’s prepaid cell phone (mak- 
ing it hard to trace her), Casey calls 911 
for help. Eventually, Jordan comes on the 
line and finds herself as the girl’s only 
hope for escape. 

Is The Call good, you ask? No, it is not 
“good” by any traditional definition of 
good — Berry won’t be winning another 
Oscar for her performance here, the sto-

ry is not particularly innovative (even the 
kidnapped- victim-calling-for-help thing 
has been done before: Cellular, for exam- 
ple), I don’t feel like I’ve received any 
special look at the world of 911 opera- 
tors. But lots of things (Bones, all the CSI 
variations — to name just two comfort- 
food-ish police procedurals off the top 
of my head) are not particularly smart- 
ly written or interestingly acted but still 
watchable enough that I’ll seek them out, 
maybe even DVR them. There are times 
when you need your entertainment to just 
happen in front of you and not require a 
lot of extra work from you. You will nev- 
er ask yourself “what is the movie trying 


to convey here?” in The Call. You will 
never think, “ah, this is a new way of 
looking at the world in which we live” 
or “wow, I am blown away by the truths 
about the human condition examined 
here.” I got exactly as deep as, “I guess 
my parents were right not to let me go 
to the mall as a teenager” and “I proba- 
bly won’t let my daughter go to the mall 
either; man, she’s gonna hate that.” Oth- 
erwise, I let the movie do its thing — it 
didn’t need me to reach into my soul for 
deep thoughts or even need me to pay all 
that much attention. 

That said, it does a decent enough job at 
keeping up the tension level. I don’t want 


Little Miss Sunshine to die horribly and 
I want to see the creepy bad guy (who is 
so Creepy Bad Guy that he might as well 
wear a T-shirt that says “Ask Me About 
My Serial Killings!”) get the smack- 
down. Halle Berry seems like she still 
needs a few more courses in bad-assery 
to earn her degree from the Denzel Wash- 
ington School of Regular Guys Kicking 
Butt. However, her certificate in Liam 
Neesonology (with core curriculum in “I 
will find you and I will kill you”) is pay- 
ing off, and she could do a lot worse than 
the run of action-and-investigation style 
thrillers that someone should be making 
for her right now. 

The Call is not worth scraping ice 
off the windshield for, not when your 
On Demand library of recently broad- 
cast CBS crime shows offers you almost 
exactly the same thrills with an only 
somewhat less interesting cast. But some- 
day, not too long from now, when you see 
this on FX, and you’re looking to forget 
the troubles of your day with a movie that 
you will also likely forget moments after 
you watch it, hey, that’s what The Call is 
all about. C+

The Incredible Burt Wonderstone 


The Incredible Burt 
Wonderstone (PG-13) 

Steve Carell offers an argu- 
ment for not running away from 
your sure-thing sitcom in The 
Incredible Burt Wonderstone^ a 
movie that should have been so 
very much better. 

A bully-magnet who is chased home 
from school in the early 1980s, young 
Albert (Mason Cook) thinks he’s found 
the answer to outcastness when he dis- 
covers magic thanks to a Ranee Holloway 
(Alan Arkin) magic set. He does not, as 
is not surprising, impress the bullies with 
his ability to pull coins and hankies from 
various places, but he does find a friend 
in Anthony (Luke Vanek), a fellow odd- 
ball. They set to work designing magic 
tricks, and decades later they are headlin- 
ers at Bally’s in Las Vegas billed as Burt 
Wonderstone (Carell) and Anton Mar- 
velton (Steven Buscemi), the Magical 
Friendship. 

Of course, off stage the friendship has 
soured. Marvelton wants to update the 
show but Wonderstone — bored with 
everything but his own comfort, and even 
a bit bored by that, as we see when he 
romances an audience member — thinks 
the pair is still at the top of their game. 
When he sees Steve Gray (Jim Carrey), 
a stunt-based magician whose “magic” 
seems mostly about gore and pain, Burt 
thinks the young man is a hack. But with 
a TV show and an adoring crowd, Steve 
is the next big thing and Burt and Anton 
are on their way out. After a fight breaks 
up the pair, Burt finds himself without a 
home theater or a penthouse apartment. 
Soft from years of hairsprayed wigs, spar- 
kly costumes and unfortunate spray-tans, 
can Burt get back in touch with the joy 
that got him hooked on magic in the first 
place? 

The pompous doofus who has a heart 
buried beneath his pretension is Carell’s 
thing, it’s his bread and butter, his great- 


est hit. And it’s not like he doesn’t pull 
it off here. Also, Alan Arkin as the old 
guy who has seen it all: while he’s goofi- 
er here than in Argo, his aging magician is 
just as much fun as his grumpy producer. 
Olivia Wilde shows up to play, essential- 
ly, Requisite Girl, but she gives the part 
just a bit more personality than it could 
have had. Even Carrey’s Play-Doh facial 
features aren’t the obvious problem. So 
where exactly does Burt Wonderstone go 
off the rails? I feel like the problem might 
be a “see what happens” factor. Were all 
of these parts assembled with the idea 
that we could just “see what happens” 
and “it will work out” because, after all, 
who doesn’t love Carell and Arkin and 
to a lesser degree comedy-Buscemi? The 
Incredible Burt Wonderstone is an exam- 
ple that a movie doesn’t “have to” work. 
You might have solid actors and a cute 
premise but without an injection of life, 
without at least some smart writing, your 
big movie won’t necessarily go anywhere. 
(Notice how I say here that Wonderstone 
needed to have smart writing to work and 
how over in The Call I say being smart is 
completely unnecessary for success? That 
double standard is exactly why comedy is 
hard, perhaps the hardest movie genre to 
get right.) 

The Incredible Burt Wonderstone has 
its less-horrible moments, most of them 
centered on a friendship that develops 
between a down-on-his-luck Burt and a 
nursing-home-dwelling Ranee. But so 
much of this movie feels like an idea for a 
concept instead of a fleshed-out story. C-

Soulful glow 

Grade Curran and the High Falutin’ Band make first Manchester visit

“I know the sun will come out eventu- 
ally,” sings Gracie Curran on “Even With 
the Rain,” which kicks off Proof of Love, 
the debut CD from Curran and her High 
Falutin’ Band. The song’s bruised opti- 
mism reflects struggling to make the record 
a reality — nights with no heat, two years 
of work scrapped and rewritten when a new 
drummer joined, skin-of-the-teeth financ- 
ing and other small nightmares. 

The singer believes living the blues ulti- 
mately paid off. 

“I think it ended up making the album 
better,” Curran said by telephone recently. 

“The trials, tribulations and suffering made 
me appreciate it even more. Everything’s 
looking up from here.” 

Thus, it’s fitting that Curran and her band 
received the first pressing of the record in 
late January while preparing to take the 
stage in Memphis, Tenn., for the Interna- 
tional Blues Challenge. It was a moment 
that glowed like the throwback microphone 
Curran sings into most nights. After rep- 
resenting the Boston Blues Society in the 
competition, Curran and her band gigged 
their way up the Mid- Atlantic. Every show 
became a CD release party, with the big- 
gest one coming in front of a hometown 
crowd at sold-out Johnny D’s Uptown Club 
in Somerville. 

Along with a stunningly soulful voice, 

Curran’s trademark is her infectious, 
whoop-it-up enthusiasm. When she’s not 
in the middle of a crowd call and response, 
she’s frequently pushing guitarist Tommy 
Carroll to higher heights with a shout of 
“C’mon, Tommy, do it!” 

“He doesn’t play behind his head or with 
his teeth, but at least one time a night he’ll 
do something that shocks me, something 
that I’ve never heard,” said Curran. “So it 
just started with me egging him on. I want 
to hear it and he accomplishes it. He’s flaw- 
less and he carries the emotion and the riff.” 

Curran’s influences include Billie Hol- 
iday — “I wholeheartedly believe that

listening to her can slow down time” — and 
Sharon Jones, whose Dap Kings albums 
“have a vibiness that sounds like they were 
made 50 years ago.” She grew up on gospel 
and rock, singing in a church choir directed 
by her mother and listening to her father’s 
Allman Brothers records. 

As a result. Proof of Love possesses equal 
parts throwback soul and roadhouse swag- 
ger: “Weight of Her World” echoes Tupelo 
Honey-era Van Morrison, while “Jack and 
Mary Jane” is a straight-up rocker, and the 
sultry “With Friends Like These” is down- 
low blues worthy of Janis Joplin. 

When she’s not playing with her band, 
Curran spends a lot of time in the audience, 
which often leads to her being on stage. Sit- 
ting in on separate occasions with Peter 
Parcek and Mr. Nick & His Dirty Tricks led 
to Curran’s March 22 gig at Strange Brew 
Tavern. 

“It’s an awesome crowd. I’m really look- 
ing forward to it,” she said. “We were dying 
to get in, especially to be included with 
those acts that play there all the time.” 

She’s appeared with big names like

Shemekia Copeland and Monster Mike 
Welch; Welch returned the favor by sitting 
in with the High Falutin’ Band, as did Lyd- 
ia Warren and Sax Gordon. 

“I love live music, so a lot of times I’m 
out to see people and they call me up,” Cur- 
ran said. “We’re so lucky in New England 
that we can go out and see these players 
any night of the week, so I do. I take advan- 
tage of it. ... It’s great when you can find a 
pocket and just move with it.” 

The music community supports and 
inspires Curran. 

“You want to give people the feeling you 
get when you see them. If Monster Mike 
Welch can play a minor 7 that makes me 
weak in the knees, I want to give that feel- 
ing to the audience, you know?” 


Keep on growing 

Jandee Lee Porter coming to Midnight Rodeo

Though she can knock out a convincing 
version of Miranda Lambert’s “Gunpow- 
der and Lead” or LeAnn Rimes’ “Blue,” 
Jandee Lee Porter likes to swim against 


the tide. The New Hampshire native start- 
ed writing songs as a teenager, and has no 
plans to slow down. Most of the time, when 
she steps on stage it’s her voice and vision 
that’s front and center. 

“It’s ingrained in me. I’m willing to bend 
a little bit but not bend over backwards,” 


said Porter in a recent telephone interview. 

Even when it comes to cover songs, she 
and her six-piece band “like to pick some- 
thing like I would write and try to make it 
our own.”

old-school country music. Her originals 
range from the hardserabble “It’s Enough” 
to “Couldn’t Be Happier,” a buoyant love 
song. Both are from her most reeent album, 
2012 ’s Whiskey and Wine. Previously, Por- 
ter released Strangely Right (2009) and No 
Reason to Lie (2010). 

Porter and her band are working on a 
fourth album, due out later this year. A new 
song ealled “Bootlegger Dave” is based on 
a true story about a relative who broke out 
of a Vermont jail during Prohibition, aided 
by a note smuggled in baby’s diaper, and 
then stole away to Idaho. 

“He bought a bar and then lost it in a pok- 
er hand,” said Porter. “I had to write a song 
about it.” 

She strives to keep things honest. 

“I am a storyteller. I don’t write about my 
tailgate or drinking a beer,” said Porter. 

Lately, much of her material draws from 
life with her 2-year-old daughter. 

“Parenting is eontributing to a whole 
other side of something that I never really 
got to experienee. I honestly figured I’d be 
playing shows and living out of my ear for 
an extended period of time.” 

With guitarists Mike Groove and Mark 
Seiaseia frequently switehing to mandolin 
and banjo, and Jim Eibner adding a high 
lonesome sound on pedal steel. Porter and 
her six-pieee band play what she terms 
“eleetrified bluegrass.” 

“We’ve started to eome together and ere- 
ate this new sound,” she said. “It’s kind of 
got a dirty folk, Amerieana, eountry thing 
going on.” 

Eibner and drummer Riek Leavitt are 
reeent additions to the group, whieh also 


includes bass player Reid Johnson; the two 
were formerly in the Shana Stack Band. 

“They joined beeause they were looking 
to be a part of something unique,” said Por- 
ter. “They are able to take their craft and 
get better at it and be part of more than just 
playing out, more towards the studio side of 
things. Everybody has enjoyed that.” 

A new manager eame on board late last 
year. 

“[She] works her tail off — it’s pretty 
awesome,” said Porter, noting that they’ve 
done a number of benefit shows, ineluding 
a reeent one for David’s House, along with 
gigs in Massaehusetts and their home base 
of Vermont. 

Upeoming appearanees inelude Satur- 
day, Mareh 23, at Manehester’s Midnight 
Rodeo and a showcase set at Tupelo Music 
Hall’s open-mie night on April 5. 

Amidst that busy schedule, work on the 
new album continues. Porter said it’s about 
half completed. All the while, she multi- 
tasks between being a performer and a new 
mom. 

“We are thinking about naming the reeord 
One Hot Mess,'' Porter said with a laugh. 
“That pretty mueh sums it up — there is 
only so mueh left over for other things rath- 
er than being a parent.” A

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A story to tell 

NH band connects with beloved raconteur

With trumpets blaring, a pulsating drum 
beat and furious mandolin pieking, a sto- 
ry of magie, fantasy and adventure unfolds. 

It all started with a jam session. The 
members of Run Gazelle Run, all originally 
from New Hampshire, paused their practice 
and were reminiseing about growing up 
like many kids in New England, listening 
to recorded stories told on tape by Brad- 
ford-based Odds Bodkin. 

‘T must have gone to sleep every night 
from ages 6 to 12 listening to those tapes,” 
said Ben Ruddock, Run Gazelle Run’s 
mandolin and keyboard player. “One day 
during practice we said, ‘How cool would 
it be to give Odds a call and see what he’s 
doing?”’ 

The band was in the process of finaliz- 
ing its self-titled debut album, which was 
released in December. As it turned out, 
Bodkin was putting the final touches to 
The Water Mage ’s Daughter, an epic poem 
13,000 rhyming lines long that took him 25 
years to complete. 

Ruddock said the band made the call on 
a whim, never expecting Bodkin, a profes- 
sional storyteller and musician for more 
than 30 years, would be interested in a col- 
laboration with a rock band just starting out. 
But a couple weeks later, Bodkin joined the 
band in a recording studio in Brookline, 
Mass., with his harp and 12-string guitar. 

The recording session produced “Mon- 
soon,” the seventh track on Run Gazelle 
Run’s album. The instrumental weaves in 
and out of sections led by light, airy guitar 
work and a bridge where Ruddock’s uptem- 
po mandolin and a guest horn section lead 
the charge. Over it all. Bodkin reads a sec- 
tion of his latest work, which he released 
under McKenzie Bodkin, in his signature 
baritone. 

After 25 years of crafting the tale. Bodkin 
said he felt comfortable sharing it with the 
band because the way it approaches music 
is similar to the way Bodkin approaches 
storytelling. Each story’s characters exhib- 
it an array of emotions and Bodkin said he 
was impressed with the way Run Gazelle 
Run can elicit so many different feelings. 

“I love the variation in their tunes,” Bod- 
kin said. “Every once in a while they’ll hit 
a really beautiful melody, then go back into 
different stylistic elements. I just thought 
they were so versatile because they are able 
to hit so many moods. I thought it would be 
a perfect fit.” 

The band and storyteller were both so 
pleased with the final result of “Monsoon” 
that they are planning on transitioning

the success of the recording to the stage. 
On Saturday, March 30, Bodkin and Run 
Gazelle Run will split the bill on a per- 
formance at Riverwalk Coffee Roasters in 
Nashua. 

Bodkin will perform an hour-long read- 
ing of a portion of The Water Mage's 
Daughter before Run Gazelle Run takes 
the stage for a set of its own. But as part of 
Bodkin’s reading, the first time he’ll be per- 
forming his latest work live. Ruddock and 
lead guitarist Ezra Landis will provide the 
soundtrack. 

Bodkin’s storytelling is often done with- 
out a script, performing to the mood of 
the room, and Ruddock said much of the 
music they will be playing will follow that 
philosophy. 

“We will be rehearsing and plotting out 
some ideas, but a lot of it will be of the 
moment,” Ruddock said. 

After two and a half decades of writing. 
Bodkin said he’s anxiously awaiting this 
first reading and hearing the music Rud- 
dock and Landis have created to back it. 
Live storytelling is an ancient art, he said, 
and the goal is to fully engage the audience 
in the story and the feelings it evokes. 

“There lot’s of excitement, some trepida- 
tions and wondering whether the audience 
will become immersed in the rhythmic 
spell of the verse,” Bodkin said.

NEWS OF THE WEIRD BY CHUCK SHEPHERD 


Holy handguns! 

One of the many deeisions greeting 
Pope Francis, as Salon.com pointed out, 
is whether to offieially reeognize a Patron 
Saint of Handgunners — as urged by a 
U.S. organization of aetivists for more than 
20 years. Aeeording to legend, St. Gabri- 
el Possenti reseued an Italian village from 
a small band of pillagers (and perhaps rap- 
ists) in the 19th eentury by shooting at a 
lizard in the road, killing it with one shot, 
which supposedly so terrified the bandits 
that they fled. No humans were harmed, 
activists now point out, signifying the 
handgun was obviously a force for good. 
The head of the St. Gabriel Possenti Soci- 
ety has noted that, however far-fetched the 
lizard incident may be, it was rarely ques- 
tioned until U.S. anti-gun activists gained 
strength in the 1980s. 

Can't possibly be true 

• Though Americans may feel safe 
that the Food and Drug Administration 
approves a drug only for certain specif- 
ic uses, the U.S. Court of Appeals in New 
York ruled in December that drug compa- 
ny salespeople have a First Amendment 
right to claim that drugs approved for only 
one use can be marketed for nonapproved 
uses, as well. Doctors and bioethicists 
seemed outraged, according to the Los 
Angeles Times, generally agreeing with 
a University of Minnesota professor who 
called the decision a complete disgrace. 
What this basically does is destroy drug 
regulation in the United States. 

• Denials of disability allowances in the 
town of Basildon, England, near London, 
are handled at the Acorn House court- 
house, on the fourth floor, where afflicted 
people who believe they were wrongly 
rejected for benefits must present their 
appeals. However, in November, zealous 
government safety wardens, concerned 
about fire-escape dangers, closed off the 
fourth floor to wheelchair-using people. 
Asked one woman, turned away in early 
February, Why are they holding disabili- 
ty tribunals in a building disabled people 
aren’t allowed in? (In February, full access 
resumed.) 

• Among the helpful civic classes the 
city government in Oakland, Calif., set 
up earlier this year for its residents was 
one on how to pick locks (supposedly to 
assist people who had accidentally locked 
themselves out of their homes), and lock- 
picking kits were even offered for sale 
after class. Some residents were aghast, 
as the city had seen burglaries increase by 
40 percent in 2012. Asked one complainer. 
What’s next? The fundamentals of armed 
robbery? (In February, Mayor Jean Quan 
apologized and canceled the class.) 


• We must kill this legislation because 
too many people are for it: In February, the 
North Carolina House of Representatives 
Rules Committee took the unusual step 
of pre-emptively burying a bill to legalize 
prescription marijuana (which 18 states so 
far have embraced). WRAL-TV (Raleigh- 
Durham) reported Rep. Paul Siam’s 
explanation Committee members were 
hearing from so many patients and other 
constituents (via phone calls and emails) 
about the importance of medical marijua- 
na to them that the representatives were 
feeling harassed. 

Inexplicable 

• Two teachers and three student teach- 
ers at a Windsor, Ontario, elementary 
school somehow thought it would be a 
neat prank on their eighth-graders to make 
them think their class trip would be to 
Florida’s Disney World, and they creat- 
ed a video and PowerPoint presentation 
previewing the excursion. The kids’ exhil- 
aration lasted only a few days, when they 
were informed that plans had changed and 
that they would instead be visiting a local 
bowling alley. Furthermore, the teach- 
ers captured the students’ shock on video, 
presumably to repeatedly re-enjoy their 
prank. (When the principal found out, she 
apologized, disciplined the teachers, and 
arranged a class trip to Niagara Falls.) 

• Solutions to non-problems: (1) Illinois 
state Rep. Luis Arroyo introduced a bill in 
March that would ban the state’s restau- 
rants from serving lion meat. (2) Georgia 
state Rep. Jay Neal introduced legislation 
in February to ban the implantation of a 
human embryo into a nonhuman. Rep. 


Neal told the Associated Press that this has 
been a hot issue in other states. 

Unclear on the Concept 

• Imprisoned British computer hack- 
er Nicholas Webber, 21, serving time for 
computer fraud, hacked into the main- 
frame at his London prison after officials 
allowed him to take a computer class. Like 
most prisons, the Isis facility attempts to 
rehabilitate inmates with classes to inspire 
new careers, but apparently no one made 
the connection between the class and Web- 
ber’s crime. (One prison staff member 
involved in the class was fired.) 

Perspective 

• First- world products: The DogTread 
Treadmill is a modification of the famil- 
iar exercise machine in homes and health 
clubs, with special features for dog safe- 
ty — a helpful invention in a nation in 
which over half of all pet dogs are too 
fat. (A somewhat higher percentage of 
cats is overweight, but it is unlikely that 
marketing a cat treadmill has ever been 
considered.) The Association for Pet 
Obesity Prevention points out that pets 
can develop type 2 diabetes, high blood 
pressure and osteoarthritis, and that the 
problem stems from insufficient exercise 
and overindulgent owners. (The DogTread 
Treadmills sell for $499 to $899.)
